WEINBERGER TESTIFIES ON U.S. DEFENSE BUDGET

[Text] Washington, Mar 2 (XINHUA)--While rore and more congressmen urged 
to reduce the huge budget deficit by cutting military spending, Caspar W. 
Weinberger, U.S. secretary of defense, today reaffirmed, “The overall 
level of the defense budget must take account of the Soviet threat." 


Testifying before the Senate Committee on Appropriations Subcommittee on 
Defense, Weinberger said if the U.S. defense budget was cut back, the 
existing gap between the U.S. and the Soviet military strength would widen. 


“Only the Soviet Union has massive and modern conventional and nuclear 
forces deployed, directly confronting our friends and allies in Europe and 
Asia,” he added. 


Weinberger told the committee that in designing the fiscal 1983 budget, 
priority was given to improving the readiness and sustainability of U.S. 
forces. As the U.S. “does not expect quick results” of the on-going arms 
control talks with the Soviets,"he said, “we are faced by the necessity of 
modernizing and strengthening all three parts of the triad (i.e., the land- 
based ballistic missiles, nuclear submarines and nuclear bombers) at once, 
and we have begun that awesome task.” 


Outlining the plan for expansion of the navy and air force, the secretary 
of defense said that by the end of FY 1982, the U.S. Navy would have a 
deployable battle force of 514 ships, and by the end of this decade, the 
figure would increase to more than 600. Both air force and the Department 
of the Navy tactical air forces would also be expanded at a fairly large 
scale. Meanwhile, the ground forces were not neglected, he said. 


In the long run, Weinberger said, the U.S. defense strategy must do cwo 
things: first, to halt “the further expansion and consolidation of the 

Soviet military empire," and second, to see to it that the Western technology 
would not be exploited by the Soviet Union.

DPRK PROTESTS ‘U.S. AERIAL ESPIONACE'

[Text] Pyongyang, Mar 7 (XINHUA)--Major General Han Chu-kyong, senior 
member of the Korean-Chinese side to the Korean Military Armistice 
Commission [MAC], sent a letter yesterday to Rear Admiral of the U.S. 
Navy James G. Storms, senior member of the United Nations Military 
Command side to the MAC, protesting against the U.S. acts of aerial 


espionage, according to a KCNA report. 


The U.S. high-speed and high-altitude reconnaissance plane "SR-71" has 
intruded into the territo~ial air over the northern part of Korea 17 times 
since the United States arted the military exercises code-named "Team 


Spirit 82" on Februar said the letter. 


It stressed, "Such intrusions into the air space and aerial espionage on 
your part are a blatant encroachment upon the sovereignty of our country 
and a grave violation of Article 15 of the armistice agreement." 


"It is a dangerous military provocation which may lead the situation to an 
irrevocable pass that your side commits the aerial espionage against our 
side more frequently while bringing the situation of our country to the 
utmost pitch of strain by staging thr war exercises "Team Spirit 82" 
against the northern half of the republic with the mobilization of huge 


aggression forces," the letter added. 





The letter strongly demanded that the United States promptly take a practical 


step to cease the espionage acts.

HAITC TESTIFIES ON CHALLENGES FROM USSR

[Text] Washington, 2 Mar (XINHUA)--The United States faces twin challenges 
from the Soviet Union—-in the Caribbean and Europe, U.S. Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig told congress Tuesday. 


Testifying before the House Foreign Affairs Committee on the proposed 
8.67 billion-dollar military and security-related aid package for fiscal 
1983, Haig gave a general review of the administration's foreign policy 
with emphasis on East-West relations in Zurope and the Caribbean. 


He said the United States wants a “constructive and mutually beneficial 
relationship” with the Soviet Union but "Soviet transgressions" in Poland, 
its military occupation of Afghanistan and its arms sbipments to Cuba 
“undermine the very basis for productive East-West relations.” 





On the strategic arms reduction talks with the Soviet Union, he said the 
United States will be ready in "a matter of weeks, not months" to resume 
these talks “as soon as conditions are right." But “those conditions are 


not right at this moment,” he said in obvious reference to the continuing 
martial law in Poland. 


"In addition, we have some work to do, which is a matter of weeks, not months 
before it is concluded,” he added. "This administration is proceeding as 


rapidly as a prudent responsible approach will permit to prepare our entry 
position for the talks." 


He expressed “great concern” over the situation in the Caribbean basin area 
which, he said, is of “vital interest to the American people." 


In the Caribbean area, he said, the United States faces “two distinct but 
related challenges": the economic and social upheavals and the growing 
threat from the Soviet-supported forces in Cuba and elsewhere. 


He charged that Cuba has unfolded "a systematic campaign to destabilize 
legitimate governments in Jamaica, Colombia, Honduras, El Salvador and 
elsewhere" and has expanded its ability to project its military power beyond

ts own shores. He said the Soviets had shipped more military supplies to 
uba last year than at any time since 1962. 


| He deemed it necessary for the administration to request for the foreign 
military and security-related aid package for fiscal 1983 because, he said, 
“Our most essential interests are under attack both close to home and in 
distant but critical parts of the world." “Our nation's security tomorrow 
requires an investment in foreign assistance today,” he argued. 


The U.S. foreign aid budget for fiscal 1983 foresees an outlay of 8,670 
million dollars in military assistance. The administration also requested 
for ar. additional 1,800 million dollars for military assistance in fiscal 
1982 from congress.

HAIG URGES CONGRESS TO APPROVE AID PRC\GRAM

[Text] Washington, 4 Mar (XINHUA)--U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
today urged the congress to approve the U.S. foreign aid program for fisca!? 
1983. : 


The new foreign aid program (beginning October 1, this year) totals 13.3 bil- 
lion dollars, an increase of 2.26 Liilion dollars over 1982. Two billion 
- of the increase is earmarked for military purposes. 


Testifying before the subcommittee on foreign operations of the House 
Appropriations Committee, Haig said that inadequate foreign assistance would 
bring “risks to American invierests."™ 


"We might lose military facilities essential to the defense of Western interests 
in distant but vital regions of the world," he said. "We might encourage «he 
subversive efforts by Soviet and Soviet proxy forces...and risk damage to 
important markets and commercial ties." 


In its program, the administration has asked the congress to authorize 
8.59 billion dollars of the total for military and security aid. 


According to an administration official, 87 percent of the foreign military 
sales guaranteed financing requests will go to Isrzel, Egypt, Turkey, 

Greece, Spain, South Korea and Pakistan; and 78 per cent of the economic 
support funds ani the concessional financing for military sales will go 

to just six countries—-Israel, Egypt, Sudan, Pakistan, Turkey and El Salvador. 
The priorities as shown are evidently given to countries in the Middle East-- 
described by Haig as “critical source of energy for the free world"--and 
Southwest Asia. 


The program shows tha® Israel is the largest recipient of U.S. economic and 
military assistance which totals 2.485 billion dollars, followed by Egypt 
with 2.323 billion dollars. 








Earlier, the administration had asked for a supplementary appropriation of 
350 million dollars for fiscal 1982 to meet U.S. economic assistance 
commitments under the Caribbean basin initiative and an additional 60 million 
dollars in security assistance for this area, most of which is destined 

for El Salvador. 


Emphasizing the aid program, Haig said, "I recognize that approval of foreign 
assistance in this time of austerity will be difficult. But we shall pay 
a greater price later if we do not act now.” 


"Our nation's security tomorrow requires that we make an investment in 
foreign assistance today," Haig said.

USSR OFFICIAL CRITICIZES U.S. FOREIGN POLICY

[Text] Moscow, Feb 28 (XINHUA)-—-A senior Soviet official Saturday accused 
the United States of taking advantage of the Polish situation to demolish 
the world structure erected after World War II. 


Leonid Zamyatin, chief of the Soviet Communist Party's International 
Propaganda Department in a nation-wide weekly television program also charged 
the United States with destroying “the basis of everything created in Europe 
after the war"--the Potsdam, Yalta and Helsinki agreements--"and undermining 
the recent Madrid meeting." : 


Similar opinions were published by Soviet newspapers earlier. 


Some Western politicians pointed out these comments are a signal to the 
United States, that the Soviet Union wants the United States to observe "the 
spheres of influence." 


On the situation in Poland, Zamyatin said "counter-revolution has been de- 
capitated by the institution of martial law but it has not been eliminated. 


Zamyatin’s comments came at the end of the Polish United Workers Party's 
Seventh Plenum of the Ninth Central Committee and before Polish leader 
Wojciech Jaruzelski's visit to Moscow. 


Foreign observers here noted that Moscow apparently is ignoring the West's 
warning to the Soviet Union on the Polish crisis. But they pointed out 
that in addition to their harsh rhetoric directed at the United States, the 
Soviet Union also is demanding Polish authorities to take stronger actions 
in the country.

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EGYPTIAN LEADERS DISCUSS MUBARAK'S LETTER TO REAGAN

[Text] Cairo, Mar 1 (XINHUA)--Egyptian President Husni Mubarak Sunday dis- 
cussed his “urgent and important” message to U.S. President Ronald Reagan-- 
which supposedly deals with problems in Egyptian-Israeli relations including 
Mubarak's expected visit to Israel--with his ruling National Democratic Party. 


In Israel, Israeli cabinet secretary Arye Naor said Sunday that Mubarak 
would not be allowed to visit Israel if he did not visit Jerusalem. The 
statement apparently is a signal of new Israeli pressure on Egypt. 


Earlier, Israeli Foreign Minister Yitzhaq Shamir delivered a message from 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin to Mubarak saying that if Mubarak's 
trip to Israel did not include a visit to Jerusalem, Begin would prefer the 
trip be cancelled. 


Sources here said the United States and Israel have urged Mubarak to visit 
Jerusalem during his expected visit to Israel. Israel regards Jerusalem 
as its capital, but Arab states say the Holy City, which has been partially 
occupied by Israel since the 1967 war, belongs to the Arabs. 


Mubarak's message to Reagan was delivered by Egyptian ambassador to 
Washington Ashraf Ghurbal who returned to Cairo three days ago after talks 
with U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig on "important and urgent matters." 


Messages from Mubarak were also delivered by Vice Premier and Foreign Minister 
Kamal Hasan ‘Ali to the ambassadors of France, West Germany, Britain, Austria 
and Italy. 

Meanwhile, the weekly MAYO, the voice of the Egyptian ruling National 
Democratic Party, reported today that the Egyptian Government has explained 
its positions on Jerusalem to the world's leaders. 

These positions are summarized as: 


--Egypt considers East Jerusalem as Arab. 














--The United Nations and countries of the world refuse to recognize Israel's 
annexation of East Jerusalem, and Cairo's position as an international 
commitment that cannot be renounced. 





--There are elements that are always ready to exploit any opportunity to 


undermine the peace effort, and Egypt does not wish to provide them with 
this opportunity.

UN WORLD FOOD PROGRAM HOLDS CONFERENCE

[Text] United Nations, 2 Mar (XINHUA)--The World Food Program (WFP) held 
a pledging conference at the U.N. headquarters today to seek from govern- 
ments contributions to its resources for 1983-84. 


About 680 million U.S. dollars were pledged by 49 countries, short of the 
present target of 1.2 billion U.S. dollars. But the remaining 35 other 
nations will announce their pledges some time later. China pledged 
600,000 U.S. dollars. 


Opening this tenth WFP pledging conference, Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar urged the governments to respond generously to the WFP objectives, 
and stressed that the eradication of hunger was a common objective of all 
countries, especially the developed countries and others in a position 

to help. 


He pointed out that the world food situation was deteriorating. Per capita 
production of cereals in the developing countries generally remained 
stagnant over the past five years, while their agricultural exports declined 
and their net food imports more than doubled. "The situation is particularly 
acute in Africa," he added. 


The president of the conference, 0. 0. Fafowora, said that the number of 
severely undernourished people in the developing countries rose from some 
400 million in 1970 to about 500 million in 1980, and the vast majority of 
the undernourished was to be found in Asia and Africa. 


He continued, the developing countries with more than two-thirds of the global 
population produced only about 40 per cent of their food. The poor countries 
imported annually about 100 million tons of cereals, and the imports should 
rise to 150 million tons by 1990, he added. 


He called for immediate action by the international community and stressed 
that a vigorous, prompt and comprehensive program for world food security 
should now be adopted and fully implemented.

"BA YI RADIO’ TERMS PRC PRO-U.S. POLICY "UNWISE'

[Text] Twenty-eight February is the 10th anniversary of the signing of the 
Sino-U.S. Shanghai communique. As a rule, the establishment of formal 
diplomatic relations between two nations marks the beginning of their 
friendship and mutual understanding and is a milestone in their exchanges in 
various spheres. However, since the signing of the communique 10 years ago 

and the establishment of formal diplomatic ties 3 years ago, the Sino-U.S. 
relations have been developing [words indistinct]. What is more, the peremptory 
and arrogant attitude taken by the U.S. administration toward our country in 
recent years and the numerous slanderous statements against us made by 

American political figures have indeed, gone beyond the most rudimentary 
principle governing the normal relations between equal nations. Facts have 
proved that the unreserved pro-U.S. policy which Deng Xiaoping put forward after 
taking charge of the work of the central authorities has not and will not 
produce any good results. 


Now it has been said that a crisis has appeared in Sino-U.S. relations because 
the United States persists in providing weapons to Taiwan. This is a grossly 
deceptive allegation. Whether in signing the Shanghai communique or in 
arranging the establishment of liaison offices in each other's country or in 
entering into formal diplomatic ties, we never took the Taiwan issue as a 
prerequisite for normalization of Sino-U.S. relations. Viewed today, this must 
be regarded as a gravely unwise thing to have done in our diplomacy. As a 
matter of fact, when Kissinger made his secret visit to China, several former 
key leaders of our army such as Commander Zhu, Lin Biao, Huang Yongsheng, 

Wu Faxioan and Qiu Huizuo warned that if the Taiwan issue were not taken as a 
prerequisite for establishment of Sino-U.S. relations ard if an unprincipled 
pro-U.S. policy were pursued, it would be forever impossible to solve the Taiwan 
issue. After Kissinger returned to the United States, Huang Yongsheng on 

many occasions openly exposed the U.S. aggressive nature. It can be said 
assuredly that had Premier Zhou and Commander Zhu been alive as our government 
and army leaders, we would never have established formal diplomatic ties with 
the United States while the letter still maintained its formal [as heard] 
relations with Taiwan.

On the eve of the establishment of the Sino-U.S. diplomatic relations, Comrade 
Deng Xiaoping spoke on the advantages of such relations at an enlarged 
Political Bureau meeting. He said: “Following the establishment of diplomatic 
relations between China and the United States, the Taiwan issue may be solved 
peacefully. Because of its anti-Soviet needs, the United States will treat 

us as an ally and will support us militarily. This can speed up our national 
defense modernization." However, facts have turned out to be just the 
opposite. While refusing to supply us with more advanced weapons and technical 
equipment, the United States has continued to provide Taiwan with newer 

types of arms. American politicians have said that Taiwan is a non-sinking 
U.S. aircraft carrier in Asia, and that the Chinese communists should never 

be allowed to encroach upon the freedom of the Republic of China in any way. 

In addition, after Comrade Deng Xiaoping returned from his trip to the 

United States, the U.S. presidential adviser proclaimed that China needs the 
United States more than the United States needs China. This means that China 
should, of course, yield to the United States on Taiwan and other issues. 


All facts eloquently prove that the unprincipled pro-U.S. policy is unwise 
whether it is viewed politically or strategically.

However, the Sino-Vietmamese war of 1979 proves that this theory is untenable. 
A war, big or small, cannot be fought according to one's wishful thinking. 

In the war of February 1979, it took 2 weeks to fight into Vietnam and another 
2 weeks to withdraw. Tens of thousands of troops were killed or wounded, 

and 2 billion yuan was spent on the war. This not only affected economic 
construction in that year but the economic budgets for the next 2 years. 


As Comrade Chen Yun put it, only fools do not do economic accounting while 
fighting a war. 


When Comrade Deng Xiaoping recently received Samdech Norodom Sihanouk, he 
privately promised the latter a further increase in military and economic aid 
to the Kampuchean guerrillas. This is sheer patriarchal behavior. 


As an old saying goes, when one is not in a position to make policy, one should 
not do so. Comrade Deng Xiaoping should respect other comrades’ views and 
implement the principle of collective leadership in reality as well as in name. 
He should not make decisions on major matters concerning the interests of the 
state, the army and the people.

"BA YI RADIO’ COMMENTS ON LESSONS OF SINO-SRV WAR

[Text] It has been 3 years since our army withdrew from Vietnam. As the 
proverb goes: Zhang Guolao looks backward while riding a donkey. Reviewing 
the past and drawing lessons from past deeds and activities will greatly 
benefit future steps and prevent the recurrence of wrong steps, thereby 
quickening and improving the steps. 


Just as some comrades pointed out at the meeting of the military commission 
Standing Committee on 3 March 1979, Comrade Deng Xiaoping's order to attack 
Vietnam was politically and strategically a very big mistake. Because the 
enemy's strength was underestimated and the attack was launched hastily, our 
side suffered a great setback at the outset of the war. The original plans 
called for wiping out the enemy troops on their first line of defense by 

18 February and then expanding the battlefront by thrusting our troops 

25 to 40 km behind enemy lines and occupying 18 cities, including Lang Son, 
within 3 days. However, during the fighting to take Lang Son from 22 February, 
we suffered over 1,000 casualties per day. 


The meeting of the Military Commission Standing Committee on 3 March 1979 
decided to stop the military actions as of 5 March and to withdraw our troops 
back to our bases. In a speech at this meeting, Comrade Deng Xiaoping 

pointed out that we waged this war as soon as we announced it and that we 
carried out the withdrawal of our troops as soon as we declared it. He 
pointed out that Vietnam could not resist it and the Soviet revisionists could 
not manage it. He also said that Vietnam was as soft as mud, and we just 
stepped into it without even being stuck in it. He said that as we left, they 
pursued, and as we resumed the fighting, they retreated. However, the matter 
was actually far from being as simple as some people thought. As a result 

of the unilateral withdrawal of troops from all fronts without reaching a 
cease-fire agreement with the other side, our troops were ambushed, encircled 
and attacked all along the way, incurring unnecessary losses of troops, 
especially among the amphibious units and those troops that engaged in fierce 
battles with the Vietnamese soldiers and were unable to withdraw in time. 

The extent of the heavy casualties and big losses was surprising. 
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It is certainly true that war is capricious and that one cannot know everything 
as clearly as the back of his hand; but one should not act blindly at his 
subjective desire. If careful reconnaissance had been carried out in advance 
{words indistinct] both advantageous and disadvantageous factors had been 
analyzed and logistical work and communication operations had been arranged 
well, there would not have been the consequence of a hasty withdrawal of troops. 


The statement by Comrade Deng Xiaoping that this war taught Vietnam a lesson 
was also doubtful. The battles of Faka Mountain and Xoulin Mountain last 
year proved this. 


War is not a trifling matter, but has a direct bearing on the lives of 
countless numbers of commanders and fighters and on the country's economic 
construction. Besides, to fight a war abroad also has a bearing on the 
country's reputation. Recently, some people have calied for giving Vietnam 
a second lesson. With regard to such an important question, it is imperative 
to think twice before acting.

VIETNAM COMMUNIST PARTY TO OPEN CONGRESS ON 27 MARCH

[Text] Beijing, Mar 9 (XINHUA)-—-The 12th plenary session of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Vietnam decided to hold the party's 
5th National Congress on March 27, according to a report from Hanoi. 


An announcement issued yesterday by the Vietnam News Agency said the recent 
plenary session had discussed and adopted a political report and a report 
on the 1981-85 economic plan to be delivered at the 5th congress. 


Earlier Hanoi announced that the Fifth National Congress was scheduled for 
last December but was later postponed to the first quarter of this year. 
The Vietnamese party Central Committee held the tenth and eleventh plenary 
sessions from October to December. Its secretariat urged the entire party 
to seek and attain “unanimity of views" and have “absolute confidence in 
the Central Committee leadership.” For this purpose, a series of senior 
cadres’ meetings and local party congresses at all levels were called to 
discuss the draft documents prepared for the fifth congress. Diplomatic 
observers in Hanoi believed the fact that the Vietnamese authorities spent 
such a long time in reaching a common understanding demonstrates the 
divergences of views within che party. 


According to foreign press reports, rumours were going round among diplomats 


in Hanoi that there would be major personnel changes at the coming congress 
and that many Central Committee members would be relieved of their posts.

The appeal was made by (Yo Yon-ku), directcr of the secretariat of the front's 
Central Committee, at a meeting here to mark the 63d anniversary of the 
March 1 uprising. 


(Yo Yon-ku) said the 100-men joint conference proposed by the Committee for 
the Peaceful Reunification of the Fatherland is a reasonable and practical 
measure to break the deadlock on the problem of reunification and pave the 
way for genuine consultations.

(Yo Yon-ku) demanded that the South Korean authorities refrain from obstructing 
South Korean politicians from taking part in the proposed conference and 
unconditionally release Kim Tae-chung and other political detainees so that 
their freedom for political activities is guaranteed.

Polish leader Wojciech Jaruzelski. 


The Soviet leader also accused the Western countries, above all the United

In his reply, Jaruzelski mentioned the "long but sometimes complicated history" 
of the two neighboring countries--Poland and the Soviet Union. 


He pointed out Poland hopes to build itself into a "strong and independent 


socialist country" on the basis of its specific conditions, tradition and 
culture. 


He said the Polish party and state delegation led by him had come to Moscow at 
an “extremely difficult moment." 


He said it had been a difficult decision to impose martial law but "we made 
it independently of our own accord." 


He added the Polish United Workers’ Party is "striving to achieve rational 
concord on the basis of the constitution of the Polish People's Republic.” 


He admitted that "Poland is in a very grave economic situation." He hoped 
the Soviet Union to provide economic aid. 


Jaruzelski and Leonid Brezhnev opened talks at the Kremlin shortly after the 
arrival of the Polish delegation here. 
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TASS reported the two sides had discussed in detail the present state of 
Soviet-Polish relations and their prospects. 


They "rejected the imperialist diktat" but hoped to continue to develop 
trade and economic ties with all other countries on the basis of equality, 
and mutual benefit. 


Present at the talks on the Soviet side were Nikolay Tikhonov, chairman of 
the Council of Ministers; Yuriy Andropov, chairman of the State Security 
Committee; Defense Minister Dmitriy Ustinov and Foreign Minister Andrey 
Gromyko.

Romania is stressing balanced commercial links with exports compensating 
for imports. 


Concerning Romania's foreign debts, Ceausescu said Romania has obtained some 
loans for economic development especially for coping with high oil-price 
rises. With economic development, Romania will repay those loans by stages. 


Romania, he said, like other countries, is being severely affected by the 
world economic crises. High interest rates of developed capitalist countries 
and—particularly the United States have increased the difficulties of the 
developing countries. 


However, Ceausescu said the socialist economic system of Romania has created 
conditions for surmounting these difficulties by readjusting the prices of 
industrial and agricultural products instead of taking political and 
administrative measures. 


The president said Romania regards a nuclear-free Balkan area as part of the 
efforts for a nuclear-free Europe. The Balkan countries should make sure no 
type of nuclear weapon is deployed on their territories. They should also 

request the United States and the Soviet Union to make relevant commitments. 


Referring to the Polish problem, he pointed out that the complicated situation 
in Poland should be settled without outside interference. Sanctions and other 
measures against Poland constitute intervention in its internal life and are 
likely to cause new difficulties in the normalization of the Polish situation 
and the promotion of socialist democracy and new problems in international 
relations.

As a sign of protest against "the Soviet role in Poland," the EEC commission 
late last month approved a proposal, in light of the EEC Ministerial Council 
decision, for a 50-percent cut of certain imports from the Soviet Union.

The EEC proposal involves some 100 items of Soviet products with a total value 
of 830 million European currency units (equivalent to some 910 million U.S. 
dollars) a year. 








Becker told a news conference today that although the West German Government 
approved the planned EEC sanctions, Bonn would not back restrictions on all 
of the import items suggested by the EEC Commission. 


He did not specify which proposed items Bonn did not wish to restrict, but 
stressed the government's insistance that the sanctions "should not breach 
existing contracts with the Soviet Union" and that "the government does not 
intend to harm itself by restricting the import of certain goods." 


Becker's remarks imply, as it was learnt here, that except those luxury items 
such as vodka, caviar, furs and diamonds, the controversial gas and strategic 
metals deals signed between West Germany and the Soviet Union will continue 
instead. 


Soviet export of luxury goods to EEC countries stands at 1,900 million West 
German marks each year as against Moscow's 35,000 million marks worth of total 
export to EEC.

GUATEMALA TO HOLD ELECTIONS AMID NEW VIOLENCE

[Text] Beijing, 3 Mar (XINHUA)—-Two million voters will elect a president, 
vice president and 67 congressmen Sunday in a national election in Guatemala. 


Guatemala will be the third country in Central America to hold general 
elections in less than half a year. Worldwide attention has been focused 
on the election because of the mounting guerrilla struggle against the 
dictatorship there in the midst of widespread unrest in the Central 
American region as a whole. 


Among the political parties ready to participate in the general election 
are the ruling Democratic Institutional Party and Revolutionary Party, the 
National Liberation Movement, the authentic Nationalist Central Party, the 
National United Front, the Christian Democratic Party and the National 
Renovation Party. 








The Democratic Institutional Party, the Revolutionary Party and the National 
Liberation Movement have formed a People's Democratic Front and nominated 
their candidate General Angel Anibal Guevara. The National Renovation Party 
and the Christian Democratic Party have jointly offered Alejandro Moldonado 
Aguirre as their candidate. The National Liberation Movement and the 
authentic Nationalist Central Party have also nominated their respective 
candidates. But, the guerrilla groups, representing anti-government armed 
organizations, have refused to participate in the general election. The 
guerrillas consider the election a fraud. 


The various guerrilla groups have intensified operations in past months to 
counter repression by government forces and rightwing terrorists. 


Deaths are increasing as a result of the political violence in the country. 
It is reported that nearly 200 people were killed each month in the first 
half of 1981, a sharp increase from an average monthly figure of 75 in 1980. 
In the second half of 1981, deaths rose to 300 a month. 


In mid-January 51 Indians were killed in El Guiche Department in western 
Guatemala. 








To oppose and disrupt the coming election, guerrilla groups are trying to 
cooperate militarily and organizationally. In February four major guerrilla 
groups joined forces and formed a National Revolution Union of Guatemala. 

On February 17, the Democratic Front Against Repression set up by a number 
of mass organizations joined forces with the January 31 People's Front and 
formed the Guatemalan Committee of Patriotic Unity which declared its 
support to the declaration of the National Revolution Union. 


Guerrilla forces made frequent attacks on government patrols since last 
December, and pipelines and power stations have become major targets of 
attacks. On February 21, two major bridges on the Celegua River were 
blown up, cutting important highway links in the western part of the 
country. To deal with growing guerrilla activities, the government sent 
15,000 troops to the department of El Guiche to start a mopping up campaign 
against anti-government forces. 


Nevertheless, the Guatemalan Government has decided to go ahead with the 
election, and government troops reportedly will be called out to ensure a 
smooth election. In a document signed on February 21, the four election 
candidates promised to accept the election result.

He also said his country is prepared to pay back the debts owed to the West, 
but the date of repayment depends not on Poland but on her political and 
economic relations with the Western countries. 


On Brezhnev's proposed visit to Poland, he said the date will be fixed through 
diplomatic channels.

Recent observations showed that some other launching pads are also under con- 
struction in the European part of the Soviet territory, they pointed out. 

By early February, the Soviet Union altogether had 32 launching pads equipped 
with 280 SS-20 missiles. Twenty-two of them are situated in areas to the 
west of the Urals. 


These facts serve as a rebuttal to the statement—made—byLeonid Zamyatin,;—— 
the international information director of the Soviet Communist Party Central 


Committee, yesterday that since Brezhnev's visit to West Germany last 
November, no Soviet SS-20 missiles have been deployed to the West of the 
Urals. 


NATO sources here also disclosed today that the Soviet Union is planning to 
substitute new weapon systems for those out-dated ones of the 1970s. They 
pointed out that the Soviet military spending will show an actual increase 
of four percent each year until 1985. Since the latter part of the 1960's, 
they said, the Soviet Union, for the first time in its history, had allotted 
tremendous sums of money for the development of new weapon systems in order 
to achieve the greatest military power it has ever seen.

[Text] Bangkok, 28 Feb (XINHUA)--Some 10,000 Vietnamese troops in Kampuchea, 
following a dry-season-offensive in late December, began a “large mopping—up 
operation" on January 14 in the Phnum Malai-Phnum Mak Heun region controlled 
by Democratic Kampuchea. The offensive has repeatedly violated Thailand's 
territorial integrity, gravely threatening the country's security. 


In some aspects, the recent Vietnamese operation differs from those in past 
years. This offensive is larger and quick-moving. And it attacks key sectors, 
cutting off the enemy's route of retreat. 


Generally speaking, such tactics can obtain quick results, but in the long run 

~———thiéy Cannot change the overall strategic situation. So what does the offensive 
show? Firstly, Vietnam still is capable of launching attacks in the unjust 
war it wages even though its military strength, the army's morale and fighting 
capacity has declined. 


Moreover, Vietnam now has to use several regiments in attacks on specific 
targets. In the past, single regiments were used in most offensives. As 
for Vietnam's overall strategy, it is unable to make simultaneous offensives 
in Kampuchea. 


Secondly, Vietnamese troops in the past tried to drive Democratic Kampuchea 
forces to the narrow strip along the Kamuchean-Thai border, where they could 
have defeated the Kampuchean troops easily. However, Democratic Kampuchea 
troops fought two battles last year south of the Phnum Dang Raek Mountain 

Range in the Kampuchean-Thai border region and conquered a number of Vietnamese 
strongholds. Vietnam's recent dry-season-offensives were aimed at recapturing 
lost positions to gain their former strategic advantage. 


Thirdly, the escalation of Vietnamese troops has a clear political aim: 


Vietnam is trying to soften and divide the Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations, by making member countries believe the Kampuchean situation is 
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irreversible to keep the three Kampuchean resistance factions from uniting 
and to obtain more military supplies from the Soviet Union. 


Fourth?y, Vietnam's escalation of its war in Kampuchea reveals the falsity 
of its “peace” chant. Vietnam will never give up its ambition for regional 
hegemony. The escalation also proves that Vietnam's occupation on 
Kampuchea is the root cause of the uneasiness in Southeast Asia. 


And any coumtry's indulgence toward Vietnam would encourage its aggressive 


ambitions. It is nothing but a dream for a country to think it can separate 
Vietnam from the Soviet Union's influence.

BRITAIN'S NEW HOME GUARD TO PROTECT INSTALLATIONS

[Text] London, 4 Mar (XINHUA)--Britain is going to set up a new home guard 
to protect vital installations in the event of a Soviet invasion as part of 
a plan to expand the territorial army, Defense Secretary John Nott disclosed 
here Wednesday. 


The new reserve, to be called the Home Service Force (HSE) [abbreviation 

as received], will be open to people aged between 18 and 59. They are expected 
to assemble for four or five weekends a year. Provided that the pilot scheme 
starting in September is successful, a force of 4,500 is envisaged. 


A decision to the effect was made after a survey which listed about 1,000 key 
points such as telephone exchanges, power stations, electrical transmitters 
and railway stations that would need to be guarded in wartime. The threat 

is believed to come from the large Soviet special purpose forces, many of 
whose troops could be parachuted into Britain or landed by ship to sabotage 
communications and power supplies in a future war. 





With the setting-up of the Home Service Force, the regular and reserve troops 
would be freed for more mobile defense work in times of war. 


The expansion plan also includes the creation of 12 mew centers of the 
territorial army and a phased increase in its strength from 70,000 to 86,000. 


John Nott also confirmed a government scheme to offer some 7,000 youngsters 
voluntary "adventure training" with the armed forces for two to three weeks. 
The intention is, he explained, to give the young people “an insight into 
service life leading on to the possibility of interesting them in joining 
the reserves."

[Text] Beijing, 5 Mar (XINHUA)--French President Francois Mitterrand has 
called for the establishment of a Palestinian homeland, but this was rejected 
by Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin, according to reports received here. 


President Mitterrand, the first French president to visit Israel since its 
creation in 1948, made the appeal at a session of Israel's parliament 
yesterday. 


On the second day of his official visit to Israel, Mitterrand said, "I feel 
the inhabitants of the Gaza and the West Bank should have a homeland of 
their own because you: can't expect a people to renounce their identity.” 


He said, “The Palestinians must decide their own fate on the condition that 
they respect the right of other states and the international right to 
dialogue instead of violence." 


The French President stressed several times in his 30-minute address to the 
Israeli parliament that Palestinian rights should not be granted at the expense 
of Israel's national existence. He said the rights of all people in the 

region had to be respected, and "the first right is the right to live, the 
right to exist, which is yours ... the Palestinians of the Gaza Strip and 

the West Bank and the people of Lebanon.” 


Mitterrand's speech was followed by a public clash wit. Menachem Begin who 
said the idea of such a state on territories along Israel's border was a 
“horrendous design" which would spell disaster for Israel. Begin also 
criticized French External Relations Minister Claude Cheysson for suggesting 
recently that Israel should hold talks with the Pa) estine Liberation Organi- 
zation (PLO), and that a Palestinian homeland should be founded on Israeli- 
occupied territories in Gaza and the West Bank. 


It was reported that Menachem Begin, suffering from exhaustion, was taken ill 
last night during a banquet hosted by President Mitterrand, and was advised 
by his doctor to “get a good night's rest."

[Text] Warsaw, Mar 4 (XINHUA)--A Polish Interior Ministry official told a 
press conference here today that about 100,000 cases of violations of 
social order have been reported in the country recently. 


The official, Jerzy Urban, added that between last December 13 and February 27, 
the police seized 696 weapons, including submachine guns, automatic pistols 
and mines. 


The head of the reconnaissance department of the Interior Ministry said from 
February 23 to yesterday, 219 people were released from detention and 

64 others were interned for having probably violated public order. The total 
number of internees in the country is lower than 4,000, he said. 


He also said that passport offices have been instructed to handle applications 
from those detainees who seek permanent residence in foreign countries. These 
people can apply for passports beginning March 15. 


It was also announced at the press conference that 42,000 Poles who went 
abroad before martial law was proclaimed on December 13 have returned to 
Poland while 96,000 others still remain outside the country. 


Urban pointed out that in the last two months, quite a few restrictions have 
been lifted, but a basic removal or total lifting of martial law restrictions 
would have to depend on the restoration of stability and order and on the 
overcoming of the most acute economic difficulties.

Thursday morning Mauroy held talks with Gaston Thorn, president of the 

EEC Commission, and other commissioners. Though there exist some diver- 
gencies on some policies, "we should not prevent Europe from advance, he told 
a press conference here Thursday afternoon. 


Wednesday afternoon he was received by King of Belgium Baudouin and then 
had talks with Belgian Prime Minister Wilfried Martens on bilateral relations 
and the building of Europe. 


In an interview with the Belgian BELGA press agency Wednesday he said that 
"I hope that cooperation between our two countries will develop to the 
maximum." He pointed out that the two countries have identical attitudes 
on many questions presently being discussed within the EEC as well as on 
relations with the Third World. 


Concerning relations with the United States, Mauroy said: "Most EEC countries 
agreed that the American economic policies are not in Europe's economic 
interest and they agreed that action must be taken to make the U.S. lower her 
interest rates." The U.S. has shown her obvious aggressiveness to the EEC, 
and “it is obvious we intend to defend ourselves," he noted.

WEST FACING GROWING UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM

[Text] Paris, 5 Mar (XINHUA)--Ministers of labor and social affairs of the 
24 member states of the Organization of Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment (OECD) met here March 4 and 5, but failed to find a ready solution 

to serious unemployment in their countries. 


At present, the majority of the Western countries are facing a worsening 
unemployment problem. Some 28.5 million people are out of work in the 
24 OECD member states. The number of the jobless in West Europe reached 
16.5 millions, of whom more than three million are in Britain with a 
12.5 unemployment rate. Last year, unemployment rose by 46 percent in 
the Netherlands and by 50 percent in West Germany. The U.S. unemployment 


rate climbed to 8.8 percent in February this year with 9.6 million Americans 
out of work. 


At the meeting, the ministers views were divergent on how to combat unemploy- 
ment. 


The United States and Britain held that governments should not interfere in 
the unemployment crisis. Both insisted on the strict monetarist strategy 
of combating inflation first as a means to stimulate their economies. 


But other European countries and Canada stressed the need to apply mre 
expansionist policies aimed at putting the fight against unemployment at 
least on an equal footing with the struggle against inflation. 


French minister of labor considered it necessary to take measures which will 
increase job opportunities and provide financial support for investment pro- 
jects that will create more jobs. 


A communique issued at the end of the meeting indicated that the ministers, 
despite their widely differing viewpoints, have reached agreement on some 
questions. They recognized the necessity to work for a non-inflationist 
economic recovery and the need for measures to create new job opportunities. 
The ministers also held that success of any anti-unemployment measures will 
depend very largely on active international cooperation. 














At present, most Western countries are in economic recession. The managing 
director of the international monetary fund pointed out in his report that 
real output of the Western industrial world rose by less than one and one-half 


percent in 1980 and 1981--roughly a third of the average growth rate attained 
over the period of 1976-79. 


Many economists predicted that there would be a slow economic recovery, if 
there was to be any, in West Europe this year. As for the U.S. economy, 
they added, it is harder to anticipate such a time. They all believed that 
unemployment would climb even higher in coming months.

SINGAPORE DEFENSE OFFICIAL ON ARMS EXPENDITURES

[Text] Hong Kong, Mar 7 (XINHUA)--Singapore must have a strong, well-equipped 
and well-trained army to ensure a stable sociopolitical environment for the 
country, the Singapore newspaper SIN CHEW JIT POH quoted Singapore Second 
Defense Minister Goh Chok Tong as saying Saturday. 


Speaking at the graduation ceremony of the 12th Command and staff course 
at the Singapore Command and Staff College, he said that the armed forces’ 
contribution to the nation's security was often not fully recognized. 


He said: “There are some people who do not understand, or perhaps refuse to 
understand, that defense expenditure in peace-time is essential to purchase 
future peace." 


If Singapore's defense expenditure was less than what was neeved to build up 
a strong, well-equipped and well-trained army that could effectively deter any 
potential intruder it must invite trouble sooner or later, he added. 


There were some, he noted, who argued that defense expenditure should be 
drastically cut back so that money could be used to subsidize medical bills, 
housing, bus fares and the needs of the poor. But acceptance of this argument 
would be "the first step of a quick journey down the pit." 


Under the financial budget report for 1982 submitted to the parliament by trade 
and industry minister Tony Tan Friday, 1.7 billion Singapore dollars are 
allocated for military expenditure, registering a 13.5 percent increase over 
last year.

FRENCH PRESIDENT COMPLETES ISRAELI VISIT

[Text] Beijing, Mar 6 (XINHUA)--French President Francois Mitterrand left 
Tel Aviv yesterday after a three-day visit to Israel, which revived French- 
Israeli friendship but made public their differences over a solution of the 
Middle East problem, according to reports reaching here. 


At a press conference before his departure yesterday, the French President 
said that his country could not accept Israel's annexation of the Syrian 
Golan Heights. He said his Middle East policy is even-handed, pledging 
that he will always speak in the same terms in public and private to both 
Arabs and Israelis. 


Mitterrand had urged recognition of Palestinians’ right to form a state, 
and appealed to the Palestine Liberation Organization to recognise Israel's 
existence when he addressed Israel's parliament. But the idea of establish- 
ing a Palestinian state along Israel's border was rejected outright by 
Israeli Prime Minister Begin. 


It was reported that Mitterrand and Begin also differed strongly over 
developménts in the Third World, and Mitterrand did not invite Begin to 
visit Paris. 


Begin yesterday held a final meeting with French External Relations Minister 
Claude Cheysson but there was no sign that either side had changed its 
position. 


During Mitterrand's visit, the two countries announced they were reviving 
three joint committees--economic affairs, cultural relations and cooperation 
in industry and technology--that had been dormant since 1971. 


Arab League secretary general Chedli Klibi hailed Mitterrand's speech in 
Israel's parliament as an “affirmation of the Palestinian people's right 

to a fatherland," but he criticized the French position for “lack of 
clarity" regarding the recognition of the PLO as the single legal representa- 
tive of the Palestinian people. 


The PLO said in a statement that the French leader's visit “constitutes a 
total alignment with Israel."

WEINBERGER ON SS-20 DEPLOYMENT-—-Beijing, 4 Mar (XINHUA)--Washington: 

U.S. Defense Secretary Weinberger told the U.S. Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee Defense Subcommittee on 2 March that the Soviet Union has stepped 
up its deployment of SS-20 missiles from one missile every 7 days to one 
every 5 days.

COUNTY LEVEL DIRECT ELECTION IN SHANXT REPORTED

[Text] Members of Committee: 


The county level direct election of our province was held in accordance with 
the unified plan of the Party Central Committee and the Standing Committee of 
the National People's Congress and under the favorable situation after the 3d 
Plenary Session of the lith Party Central Committee proposed strengthening the 
socialist democracy and legal system and bringing order out of chaos. By and 
large, the work was performed in three stages. In the first stage, from August 
1979 to June 1980, two successive groups of county level experimental units 
were established. In the second stage, on the foundation of summarizing the 
experiences of the experimental units and formulating the “Election Regula- 
tions" of our province, elections in 21 county level units were launched in 
July 1980. We entered the third stage in March 1981. As a result of streng- 
thening the leadership and actively solving the major issues affecting the 
progress of election work, we quickened our pace. Currently, the county level 
direction election work throughout the province has been basically completed. 
Out of 119 county level units in the province, 107 have completed the work, 
and the remaining 12 have elected delegates and are actively preparing to con- 
vene people's congresses. 


I. Due to the serious attention of the provincial party committee, the 
standing committee of the provincial people's congress and the party and 
government leaders of all levels and with the active effort of tne broad cadres 
and masses, we conscientiously implemented the "Election Law," the “Local 
Organization Law" and the directives of the Party Central Committee. Following 
the spirit of the “Resolution on the Party's Historical Issues since the Found- 
ing of the Nation" of the party's Sixth Plenary Session, we made great achieve- 
ments in the county level direct election work in our province. 





l. The broad masses received an education in the socialist democracy and 
legal system and strengthened their sense of responsibility as their own mas- 
ters. 


The county level direct election was an education in the socialist democracy 
and legal system. In the course of the election, the broad voters conscien~ 
tiously studied the “two laws," participated in the various electoral activi- 
ties, personally experienced the principle that “the people's representatives 
are elected by the people; the affairs of the state are managed by the people," 
realized the important significance of gradually building a high degree of 
democracy and socialist political system, and raised their enthusiasm in exer- 
cizing their democratic rights. The high fervor of the broad voters and the 
large turnout were unprecedented. According to the statistics of 90 county 
level units, out of a total population of 17,755,098, some 10,183,260 voters 
registered, or 57.35 percent of the total; 9,815,080 voted, or 96.38 percent 
of the total registered. It fully manifested the superiority and broad mass 
base of China's socialist democracy. 


2. The broad cadres received a mass scrutiny; their work style was somewhat 
improved; the relations between the cadres and masses were strengthened- 


Ia the election process, due to the introduction of plurality voting and the 
strict observance of election results, and as the candi utes for congress were 
nominated and recommended and those for the leading teams elected by nomina- 
tions from the lower level to the higher level, the cadres received a mass 
scrutiny. Those working diligently and conscientiously for the people won the 
confidence of the voters; those with shortcomings and mistakes encountered cen- 
sure. Many cadres remarked with deep feelings: “Democratic election is a 
vivid classroom, giving a profound education to both the winners and the lowers." 
The cadres further recognized the consistency between being responsible to 

the higher level and being responsible to the masses, and obvious changes 
occurred in their mental state and work style. 


3. Delegates satisfactory to the masses and better leading teams were elected. 


In the election, representative and progressive people's delegates encompassing 
a wide range were elected. According to the statistics of 90 county level 
units, a total of 20,296 people's delegates were elected. Among them, workers 
constituted 5.77 percent, peasants 51.87 percent, soldiers 1.1 percent, cadres 
27.99 percent, intellectuals 5.97 percent, and patriotic figures, returned 
overseas Chinese and others 7.59 percent; men constituted 78.55 percent and 
women 21.45 percent; Communist Party members constituted 66.49 percent and 
nonparty members 33.51 percent; minorities also had a certain number of dele- 
gates. The composition of the delegates embodies the character of our country 
under the people's democratic dictatorship led by the worker class and founded 
om the worker-peasant alliance. The delegates bear the trust of the people 
and conscientiously perform the functions as their representatives. According 
to the spirit of the party's Fifth Plenary Session, new leading teams were 
elected. The overwhelming majority of the leading cadres elected to the county 
level government are able to thoroughly implement the lines, principles and 








policies since the party's Third Plenary Session, are relatively young and 
possess certain professional knowledge and work ability. According to the 
Statistics of 88 county level units, before the election, the average age of 
the chairmen and vice chairmen of revolutionary committees was 51.1, and 42 
were graduates of colleges and middle and vocational schools, or 8.5 percent 
of the total. After the election, the average age of the county magistrates 
and assistant magistrates is 49.2, and 110 are graduates of colleges and 
middle and vocational schools, or 23.5 percent of the total. A certain number 
of women and nonparty cadres were elected as assistant magistrates. The 
standing committees of county people's congresses include representatives of 
all sides. According to the statistics of 90 county level units, among the 
committee members, Communist Party members constitute 67.05 percent and non- 
party cadres and masses 32.95 percent; women constitute 20.53 percent, workers 
5.2 percent, peasants 8.99 percent, intellectuals, including scientific and 
technical personnel, 22.05 percent, and cadres 54.75 percent. In addition, 
among the vice chairmen of the standing committees of county people congresses, 
a certain number of members of democratic parties and organizations and public 
figures was elected, thereby consolidating and enlarging the patriotic united 
front. 


4. The positive factors of all sides were mobilized; stability and unity were 
promoted; industrial and agricultural production and all items of work were 
furthered. 


In the election process, the leftwing influence was continuously eliminated, 
the party's policies fulfilled, and the redress of a number of unjust, false 
and wrong cases promoted. In connection with the problems existing among the 
cadres in our province caused by the 10-year civil strife, and by advocating 
giving consideration to the overall situation and uniting and looking forward, 
a number of hang-ups among the cadres was solved, thereby further consolidating 
and developing the stable and united political situation. In the process of 
voter registration, the landowners and rich peasants whose labels had not been 
removed were reevaluated, and the reformed landowners and rich peasants were 
given the right to vote according to law, thereby enlarging the range of unity 
and greatly reducing the number of people deprived of voting rights. According 
to the statistics of 90 county level units, out of a total population of 
17,755,098, the number of people deprived of voting rights constituted 1.4 
percent of the total, and that of those whose voting rights were temporarily 
suspended 1.5 percent. In the course of the elections, as attention was given 
to coordinating election work and the work of various aspects, a positive 
promotive effect was produced on industrial and agricultural production and 

all items of work and relatively good results gained. 


As a whole, the achievements of the election work of our province were great, 
but there were also some problems, mainly its slow progress for a time. The 
reason was that, for a considerable period of time after the party's Third 
Plenary Session, certain major issues existing in our province, which were not 
promptly and properly solved, directly affected the readjustment of the 

county level leading teams and retarded the progress of election work. Subse- 
quent to the Central Work Conference in 1981, after the provincial party 
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committee strengthened the leadership, adopted effective measures and acce- 
lerated the readjustment of the county level leading teams, the passive situa- 
tion was put to an end. Next, some areas were not sufficiently earnest and 
conscientious in implementing the "Election Law" and “Local Organization Law" 
and sometimes violated ‘ them; other areas lacked the democratic style, 
taking on what ought to be done by others; still other areas lacked a strong 
leadership, failed to properly solve the hang-ups among the leading teams and 
neglected conscientious and painstaking ideological-political work. Therefore, 
the election results were not ideal. Under the leadership of the provincial 
party committee, these issues were all basically and promptly solved. In 

terms of the election results, among the county level leading teams, the number 
of women, young and adult, and nonparty cadres and that of those with profes- 
sional knowledge were on the low side. Such problems should be given attention 
and continually solved. 


Il. In the county level direct election work in our province, the various 
areas generally underwent the following steps: preparatory work, propaganda 
and mobilization, voter registration, nomination, deliberation and discussion 
of candidates and voting, and the convening of people's congresses. The main 
methods were: 


1. Training Cadres. After creating an electoral leadership structure, formu- 
lating election work plans and completing all items of preparatory work, the 
various areas adopted the method of centralized training, organizing the lead- 
ing cadres of the county, commune and brigade levels as the nucleus to study 
the "two laws" and the directives of the Party Central Committee relevant to 
election work, define the goal and significance of election work, understand 
the basic spirit of the “two laws," clarify the various legal procedures of 
voting and learn the methods, steps and requirements of election work. The 
province trained about 50,000 cadres, averaging 300 to 500 per county and 1 to 
3 key leaders per electoral district, thereby producing a great impact on the 
successful results of the election work this time. 


2. Propaganda and Mobilization. In connection with the ideological reality 
of the local masses, the leading cadres and key personnel of election work 
made centralized propaganda and explanation of the "two laws" and, according 
to local conditions, utilized newspapers and periodicals, broadcasting, black- 
board bulletins and magic lanterns to spread the information, thus making 
known to every household the important significance of county level direct 
election and the basic spirit of the "two laws." After centralized propaganda, 
the various areas, in accordance with the progress of the election work, made 
key propagandas by dividing the area into sections and carried through the 
propaganda work from beginning to end. 


3. Division of Electoral Districts. Based on the relevant provisions of the 
"Election Law'and the provincial “Election Regulations" and in connection with 
local conditions, the division of electoral districts by and large took the 
following forms: In rural areas, where the brigades had a particularly large 
population, the teams were made into electoral districts, and those with a 
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relatively small population were combined; where the population was particu- 
larly small, the communes were used as the unit to form electoral districts; 
the units directly under the commune were singly or combined with the brigades 
where they were located to form electoral districts. In urban areas, the 
division into electoral districts was mainly according to the production, in- 
dustry and work units; residents were divided into electoral districts by 
neighborhood committees, either singly or jointly, according to the living 
conditions; the relatively large plants, mines, organs and schools which could 
produce more than one delegates were made singly into electoral districts; the 
large plants and mines and universities and colleges with a particularly large 
population were divided into electoral districts by departments, workshops, 
work areas and pits; units with a relatively small population were divided 

by industry systems or by combining them with other units in their areas. 
According to the practice of the various areas, electoral districts combining 
different industries were kept to the minimum. For areas with sparse popula- 
tion and vast mountain regions, and areas where minorities or religious cler- 
gies were relatively concentrated, they were made singly into electoral 
districts according to the actual needs. 


For the size of the electoral districts, it was generally aimed at producing 
one to three delegates. 


4. Voter Registration and Qualification Examination. In voter registration, 
the age and policy requirements were strictly enforced and voter qualification 
strictly verified according to law. Strict examinations were made of those 
who had been deprived of political rights, those whose voting rights were tem- 
porarily suspended and those who were incapable of exercising their rights, 
and violations and incorrect practices in voter registration were promptly 
corrected. 


For the basis of registration, the rural commune members and urban residents 
used their residence cards to register in their areas of residence. The on-job 
staff and workers used the personnel rolls to register in their own units. 
Where a person was absent from his residence, after obtaining the proof of 
voter qualification, he registered at the area where he was located and parti- 
cipated in the election. 


5. Nomination and Recommendation of Candidates. The nomination and recommen- 
dation of candidates in an electoral district generally followed the process 
of "three ups and three downs." In the first round, the voters nominated and 
recommended the candidates. Those nominated by one person and seconded by 
three and those nominated and recommended by the Communist Party, the various 
democratic parties and organizations were included in the list of candidates 
and posted and published within the legal time limit. In the second round, 
the list of candidates nominated and recommended in the first round was handed 
to the voters’ groups for discussion. According to the number of delegates 
for their own areas, the voters nominated the candidates. The electoral dis- 
trict leading group gathered the voters" group leaders and the consultative 
conferences participated by voters’ representatives for consultation and, 
according to the views of the majority of the voters, in consideration of the 
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representativeness of all sides, and in line with the provisions of plurality 
voting, the list of candidates for the district was created. Im the third 
found, the above list of candidates resulting from consultation and the list 

of candidates nominated by the various groups were again handed to the voters' 
groups for discussion and, in accordance with the views of the majority of the 
voters and the provisions of plurality election, the official list of candi- 
dates was determined, and posted and published by the electoral district within 
the legal time limit. In nominating and recommending candidates, the various 
areas presented the brief resumes of the Candidates to the public and organized 
them to meet the voters, so that the voters became familiar with the candidates 
and could select those satisfactory to them as their delegates. 


6. Voting. The various areas adopted two forms of voting, viz., voting sta- 
tions and electoral mass meetings. For the old, the weak, the sick and the 
handicapped who were unable to come to the voting stations, they provided 
mobile ballot boxes and came to the door for their votes. In voting, the 
cadres of the leading electoral structures of the various levels, the key 
election workers and t:;he commune and brigade cadres conscientiously performed 
the work of organizing voting, propagandized to the voters on the points of 
attention, and exhorted them to value their democratic rights, thereby assuring 
the success of one voting in the overwhelming majority of the electoral dis- 
tricts and gaining relatively satisfactory results. 


7. Convening of People's Congresses. The various areas mainly stressed three 
items of work: deliberation of government work reports; election of leading 
teams; handling of proposals. 


Before a people's congress was convened, most counties, after full preparation, 
conscientiously drafted the government work reports. Some counties distributed 
the draft “reports" to the delegates for them to take to the masses for their 
opinions. During the session, the delegates conscientiously scrutinized the 
government work reports, the fiscal budget and final accounting reports, and 
the work reports of the people's courts and people‘s procuratorates. Exercis- 
ing supervision over the government, the delegates enhanced their sense of 
responsibility.

Properly electing the leading teams was a major item of the people's congress' 
agenda and an important sign of the satisfactory completion of election work. 
Before convening the people's congress, the various areas, in many forms, 
widely solicited opinions on the choice of the leading teams. During the 
session, the candidates for the leading teams were mainly nominated and recom- 
mended by the delegates. In case of the few people who were not known to the 
majority of the delegates, they were nominated and recommended by the presi- 
dium. Where the list of candidates nominated by the delegates and that recom- 
mended by the leading organs were not identical, the candidates were determined 
according to the opinions of the majority of the delegates and the electior 
results were observed. 


In regard to the proposals of the delegates, most of the counties (areas) 
conscientiously studied and handled them and made replies, so that every matter 
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was given attention and handled and many urgent and solvable problems in pro- 
duction and living solved, winning the favorable reaction of the masses. 


Iii. County level direction election was a new task. In the course of prac- 
tice, there were the following experiences: 


1. Strengthening the education on political power building and improving the 
understanding of the broad masses and cadres of county level direct election 


Due to the 10-year civil strife of the "Great Cultural Revolution," the dis- 
ruption of democracy and the legal system by the counterrevolutionary Lin Biao 
and Jiang Qing cliques, and the influence of the incorrect leftwing ideology 
and the bourgeois ideology on democracy, the cadres and masses entertained, to 
different degrees, incorrect understandings of election work. A fairly large 
number of cadres thought that the election was the same old story, a formality 
and a superfluity. Others were full of misgivings, afraid to mobilize the 
masses freely. Some among the masses were doubtful of whether there could be 
a true democratic election. In view of such ideas, following the spirit of 
the 3d and 5th Plenary Sessions of the llth Party Central Committee and aiming 
at the goal of strengthening and perfecting the democratic system of the state, 
time and again we intensively propagandized and explained the “Election Law" 
and “Local Organization Law," thereby enabling the cadres and masses to acquire 
a deep understanding of the important significance of the socialist democracy. 
The cadres found that the new and old election laws were different, that the 
requirement to act according to law was more stringent, and that they must be 
more conscientious in their work. After full deliberation and discussion of 
the candidates, the masses saw with their own eyes that the election results 
were observed; therefore, they changed their view on democratic elections and 
found that the election this time developed democracy and respected the popular 
will. 


In the course of election, strengthening ideological-political work was parti- 
cularly important. Due to the harm of the 10-year civil strife, some people, 
under the influence of bourgeois liberalism and anarchism, made absurd and 
nonsensical writings or drawings on their voting tickets. Some people in 
individual areas utilized the opportunity of electing delegates to "campaign." 
In regard to such problems, we started from reality, conducted an education on 
the four basic principles and helped them distinguish the right and wrong and 
understand that the socialist democracy and legal system were indivisible and 
that democracy without the socialist system, the party's leadership, or disci- 
pline was not a socialist democracy, thereby assuring the smooth progress of 
election work. 


2. Upholding the spirit of the party's Fifth Plenary Session and conscien- 
tiously readjusting the county level leading teams 


Properly readjusting the county level leading teams was the key to the smooth 
progress of election work. The experiences of the experimental units fully 
showed that, if the leading teams were not properly readjusted and the problems 
within the teams solved, election work could not be properly performed. On 
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this issue, the experimental units did not, at the beginning, attract the 
serious attention of ihe leaders of the various levels, and a considerable 
number of counties launched election work at the experimental units before 
properly readjusting the leading teams. As a result, some counties (areas) 
were unable to promptly convene the people's congress after the delegates had 
been elected. Summarizing the experiential lessons, the provincial party 
committee demanded that the party committees of the various levels actively 
readjust the leading teams in accordance with the spirit of the Fifth Plenary 
Session, and emphatically declared that no election work was to start prior 
thereto. In line with this spirit, the various areas and cities rearranged 
the election work. Some of them also organized work groups, and the leaders 
led them personally deep into the counties with relatively major problems to 
clarify the conditions, inspect the teams, adopt effective measures and solve 
the problems found within the leading teams. Election was launched on this 
basis, thereby quickening the pace of election work and laying a good founda- 
tion for properly electing the county level leading teams. 


3. Acting strictly according to law and fully developing democracy 


In the course of election work, only by acting strictly according to law would 
we win the confidence of the people and fully develop democracy. Therefore, 
we firmly corrected the various illegal phenomena emerging in the elections. 
Plurality voting is a major reform in China's election system. While it won 
the general satisfaction of the masses, some leading cadres remained uncon- 
vinced. Therefore, in the elections, some areas asked to be excused on ground 
of special conditions, while other areas, though introducing plurality voting, 
actually served as a "contrast." We promptly handled according to law such 
illegal acts as tearing up voters’ notices, beati.g and abusing the voters and 
snatching the ballots, thereby guaranteeing the correct exercise of their demo- 
cratic rights by the voters. 


Properly electing the delegates and the leading teams hinges on fully develop- 
ing democracy. When nominating candidates for the people's congress and the 
leading teams, the various areas firmly followed the procedure of repeated 
discussions and deliberations from the lower level to the higher level and 
prevented and rectified such incorrect practices in candidate nomination as 
“making restrictions and setting the tune," “assigned election" and “designated 
election." In electing county level leading teams, when the list of candidates 
recommended by the leading organs and that nominated by the delegates were not 
identical, the opinions of the majority of the delegates were respected, and 
the principle of firmly observing the election results upheld. Many delegates 
remarked happily: "The election this time was completely decided by us, and 

we have confidence in the elected leaders." 


4. Strengthening the leadership and properly performing election work 
In election work, all realized that the most basic guarantee to strengthening 


the leadership was fully developing democracy and acting strictly according to 
law. 
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The provincial party committee, the standing committee of the provincial peo- 
ple's congress and the party committees of the various levels paid serious 
attention to election work. The provincial party committee studied it many 
times, the standing committee of the provincial people's congress time and 
again listened to the reports by the provincial election committee on the 
county level direct election work, and their leading comrades personally 
visited the areas and counties to clarify the conditions, uncover the problems 
and promptly study and solve then. 


Under the leadership of the party committees of the various levels, the leading 
role of the election committee was fully developed. When the experimental 
units were first started, the main responsible comrades of the various leading 
area and municipal election structures personally led groups to work in the 
experimental units. After election work was fully launched, most of the areas 
and municipalities organized work or guidance groups to go deep into the lower 
level and carry through to the very end. The county party committees generally 
all assigned three to five standing committee members to the election commit- 
tees to perform election work. They personally led the county and commune 
cadres to the electoral districts to cultivate models, solve the problems and 
guide the election work of the whole county, producing good results. The 
leaders of a number of plants and mines also gave serious attention to election 
work and coordinated properly. 


On handling the relations between election and production, the party and 
government leaders of the various levels all gave attention to unified planning 
with consideration for all concerned, made rational arrangements, and relative- 
ly successfully solved the contradiction between election and production, inte- 
grating the two, making them mutually promotive and attaining the dual success 
of both. 


Similar to all areas in the nation, the political and economic situation of 
our province is very good. Under the excellent situation, the county level 
direct election work throughout the province will soon conclude successfully. 
We must, in line with the spirit of the Sixth Plenary Session of the party and 
the fourth meeting of the Fifth National People's Congress, consolidate and 
develop the achievements of the election, gradually build a highly democratic 
socialist political system, and make the people's congresses and their standing 
bodies into prestigious people's power organs. The various counties, munici- 
palities and areas must create a delegates’ liaison system, develop the role 
of the people's delegate, and bring close the relations between the government 
and the masses. The newly elected leading teams must strengthen ideological- 
political work, launch criticisms and self-criticisms, solve the hang-ups, go 
deep into the masses, investigate and study, improve their work style and 
develop the superior tradition of arduous struggle. They must reinforce poli- 
tical power building, launch restructuring according to the plans of the cen- 
tral government, raise their work efficiency, enhance their revolutionary 
vigor and, in full cooperation and with unity of purpose, make new contribu- 
tions to the endeavor to build our country into a modern socialist power with 
advanced democracy and advanced civilization.

[Text] "On Party and Mass Work in the White Areas," a very practical work 
report written by Comrade Liu Shaoqi in May 1937 to direct struggles waged 

by our party in the white areas, is filled with vivid and profound philo- 
sophical theories regarding materialism and dialectics. The writing mirrors 
the writer. When we respectfully read this report, we are able to perceive 
the great image of a Marxist theorist practicing Marxism. The report was 
written nearly half a century ago and Comrade Liu Shaoqi died uncleared of 
false charges more than 10 years ago. We touch a copy of the report and 
think of the writer; everything seems so different that it is as if a genera- 
tion has passed. Comrade Liu Shaoqi noted in those years: In order to meet 
the needs of "an overall and thorough change in party and mass work" ("Selected 
Works of Liu Shaoqi,™ Vol 1, p 57), “it is imperative to eliminate and change 
the erroneous and abominable traditions" (Ibid, p 56) within the party. The 
argument also applies to meeting the needs of shifting the focus of party 
work which requires setting to rights things which have been thrown into 
disorder such as ideology, theory and work style. Therefore, the perpetuity 
of this great document lies not only in its perpetual historical value but 
also in its great practical strength. 


To Make Thorough Changes, It Is Imperative To Eliminate Erroneous and 
Abominable Traditions 


When we read "On Party and Mass Work in the White Areas," our thoughts are 
turned to the time when the flames of the war of resistance against Japan 

had begun raging throughout the country and when the Chinese nation was at 

the juncture of life and death. There were great changes in the situation 

and the tasks of the Chinese revolution shortly before the "7 July” 

Lugougiao incident in 1937. Due to the promotion of the Japanese imperialists‘ 
continental policy of destroying China, the national contradiction between the 
Chinese people and the Japanese imperialists became the principal contradiction, 
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and the domestic class contradictions became minor contradictions. At that 
time, the Kuomintang, which had been reactionary for 10 years, and its 
follower, the national bourgeoisie took the stand of resisting Japanese 
aggression again, and the KMT and the CCP cooperated with each other once 
again, thus basically realizing domestic peace. The new revolutionary 
situation determined new revolutionary tasks, and the Chinese revolution 
was at the new stage of consolidating domestic peace, fighting for the 
people's democratic rights and bringing about a total war to resist Japanese 
aggression. 


In order to adapt oneself to the situation and to fulfill the tasks, “It is 
imperative to completely rely on changes in the organizational work of our 
party." (Ibid, p 56) Comrade Shaoqi noted that such changes were of a dual 
character at that time: 


l. Due to changes in the objective situation and in tasks, the form of 
struggle, organizational patterns and work style of the party and the 
masses must be changed along with the changes in circumstances and policies 
and must not remain at the original level. It is imperative to have this 
kind of changes even if the original ways of doing things are completely 
correct (in fact, they were far from being completely correct). 


2. Longstanding leftist things inside the party such as closed-doorisn, 
sectarianism, and adventurism have become erroneous and abominable traditions 
which must be eliminated and changed. These leftist things were originally 
wrong prior to the changes in circumstances and tasks. They also brought 
about heavy losses to the revolutionary cause. They should have been 
corrected long ago. At present, due to changes in the circumstances and tasks, 
the call for "resolutely eliminating the longstanding traditions, namely, 
closed-doorism and adventurism, and the substitution of Bolshevism for the 
traditions" (Ibid, p 71) has become more acute and conspicuous. 


Not a single part of the aforesaid dual character of the white areas or even 
the whole party can be dispensed with. Only by working along both lines and 
promoting coordination can we have comprehensive and thorough changes. However, 
by comparison, the second type of change is more important. This is because 
the form of struggle, organizational patterns and work style are always 
advanced under the guidance of a proper political viewpoint. The latter [the 
second type of changes] is the ideological basis of the former [the first type 
of changes] and the former is the expression and the result of the latter. 

If we do not shake off the yoke of erroneous leftist ideas, we; definitely will 
not be able to clearly see changes in the objective situation and revolutionary 
tasks, and will not abandon the erroneous ways of doing things. Even if people 
are forced to make certain changes in work, such changes will not be consoli- 
dated due to the lack of a political ideological basis. Therefore, things 

may slip back into old ways when an opportunity arises. 
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The Basic Substance of an Ideological Change Is the Substitution of 
Materialism and Dialectics for Subjectivism and Metaphysics 


The key to changing one’s work and ideology lies in changing one's world 
outlook and methodology. Comrade Shaoqi penetratingly noted: changes in 
the organizational pattern and work style of the party and mass struggles 
are changes from armed to peaceful, from illegal to legal, from secret to 
open, and from independent to cooperating with allies. However, changes in 
the erroneous and abominable traditions are changes “from mechanical to 
lively, from subjective to objective, from indulging in empty talk to 
proceeding from actual conditions, and from metaphysics to dialectic." 
("Selected Works of Liu Shaoqi," Vol 1, p 56) Things mechanical and sub- 
jective and empty talk belongs to subjectivism and metaphysics; only things 
lively, objective and practical belong to materialism and dialectics. 
Switching from the former to the latter is a change in one's world outlook 
and methodology. "To us, this is a very difficult task, but this decides 
everything." (Ibid, p 57) 


The reason why it is necessary to “switch from mechanical to lively" is that 
dogmatists inside our party regard Marxist theory as stereotyped articles 
and as a formula that can be applied in a mechanical way at any time and 
location and under any circumstances. They do not pay attention to facts 
and targets, stubbornly insist that striking workers’ demands should include 
the demand for "supporting the Sowiet Red Acny" and propose "the implementa- 
tion of the Soviet labor law" (Ibid, p 71) in areas under the rule of 

the KMT and the imperialists. Whatever the circumstances, they “will never 
compromise," “will never make a concession" and "will call for overthrowing 
everything. In fact, they have failed to overthrow anything.” (Ibid, p 28) 
In every mass struggle, "whatever the conditions, they mechanically ‘hold 
on to the last.’ In other words, they hold on to the point when all kinds 
of forces are exhausted." (Ibid, p 27) Im a word, the living theory of 
Marxism is turned into a lifeless thing by dogmatists. 


To counter this malpractice, Comrade Shaoqi repeatedly stressed: We must 
be good at the "lively application" of the theory of Marxism to “the concrete 
conditions" (Ibid, p 71), and exercising "lively leadership" over party and 
mass work. (Ibid, p 70) It is imperative to have a real grasp of properly 
combining the party's general principles, policies and tactics with one's 
own area‘s or section's concrete conditions and practice. Comrade Shaoqi 
said: "All areas and sections share the same general tasks and general 
tactics. However, their practical work is different from one another. 

Our comrades must. be good at carefully analyzing every area's and every 
section's special environment and conditions." (Ibid, p 43) Therefore, 
only by cultivating the habit of pondering and thinking about questions 

can we switch from mechanical to lively. 


The mechanical mode of [word indistinct] is, in the final analysis, subjec- 
tivism which separates things subjective from things objective. This is 
because objective reality is lively. Therefore, switching from mechanical 
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to lively cannot be separated from “switching from subjective to objective." 
Comrades who commit the error of subjectivism do not understand that subjec- 
tive things must conform to objective changes and that understanding must be 
consistent with developing practice. These comrades run counter to the 
concrete historical unity of subjectivity and objectivity and the concrete 
historical unity of understanding and practice. Therefore, they cannot 

truly understand the importance and necessity of changing the subjective 
guidance along with changes in the revolutionary situation and tasks. It 
seems to them that the call for making changes in the party and mass work is 
nothing but an expedient measure and that such a call is not the inevitable 
demand of objective practice. Therefore, for the purpose of keeping up 
appearances, they also continuously shout the slogans of "making changes." 
However, the way they shout slogans is just like chanting "'Amida Buddha,’ name 
of Buddha in the Buddhist scriptures." (Ibid, p 42) In fact, they continue 
implementing leftist policies. Comrade Shaogi pointed out sharply: although 
these comrades “have given verbal support to the united front on numerous 
occasions, their practical work shows that they have hindered and disrupted 
the united front on numerous occasions. As a result, the tactics which we 
deem necessary for every type of practical work are turned by them into 
completely formalist empty talks." (Ibid, p 58) 


From this we can also see that in order to switch from subjectivity to 
objectivity, we must first "switch from empty talk to practice." In other 
words, opposing subjectivism should include opposing formalism which is 
used as a form for the expression of subjectivisnm. 


One of the characteristics of formalism is: remaining at ani being content 
with the superficial phenomena of things and paying no attcution to the content 
and substance of things. Let us take differences in ideology and ideological 
struggles inside the party as examples: in order to reach superficial unanimity 
within the party, they [formalists] never convince people by reasoning but 
always overawe others by the use of their position and power. They use "the 
label of opportunism,” “wantonly attacking comrades" and “arbitrarily dis- 
missing others from their posts" ("Selected Works of Liu Shadqi," Vol 1, p 68) 
in order to create a "unity" in which people dare not speak out and silence 
reigns. Comrade Shaoqi noted: sometimes the superficial phenomenon of 
lacking differing views is not a good phenomenon. This is because many 
comrades dare not express differing views. This may cover up political 
dissension and differences in principle and stop us from overcoming such 
dissension and differences. This actually jeopardizes our efforts to reach 

a real unanimity of views on political issues, matters of principle and 
ideological issues. Of course, "this does not mean that we are trying to 
eradicate differences in principle and political dissension between comrades. 
On the contrary, this is exactly aimed at enabling comrades to fully express 
their views so as to truly eliminate differences and dissension. The great 
majority of differences of opinion can be eliminated by the method of 
persuasion and discussion." (Ibid) This dialectical method, which is 
extracted from practical experience and lessons in party life is very useful 
to us. 
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Two of the abominable manifestations of formalism are advocating empty talk 
and ignoring practice. Formalist windbags always overstate and deliberately 
exaggerate so as to create a sensation. For the purpose of “not losing 
contact with the general situation," whenever they speak, they express vague 
and general opinions on global and national issues. They are accustomed to 
juggling political terms. They arrogantly curse everything but their curses 
are of no help to solving any specific and real problems. Such windbags 

also have a special partiality for pretending to know what they do not know 
and for discussing things which they do not understand. Comrade Shaoqgi 
persistently implemented the spirit of dealing with concrete matters relating 
to work. He used this spirit to skillfully give guidance to our comrades, 
particularly to comrades in charge of leadership work. He said to them: "You 
should be objective,careful and honest, speak without any inhibitions, admit 
your good grasp of things that you do know, and admit your ignorance of things 
that you do not know. You should be especially modest in learning, try in 
every possible way to fully understand things that you do not really under- 
stand, and do not lecture or guide others on questions you yourself do not 
fully understand. It is better for you to avoid guiding your subordinates 
than to give wrong guidance to your subordinates." (Ibid, p 42) 


Although these very brilliant expositions made by Comrade Shaoqi were directly 
aimed at the conditions at that time, they are also of general and long-term 
instructional significance. This is because these expositions grasp the 
ideological nature of leftist mistakes. If we relate our party's leftist 
mistakes and their harm with Comrade Shaoqi's teachings of more than 40 years 
ago on striking at the malpractices of the time, we can see that even now his 
teachings still provide much food for deep thought. 


Only by Standing Can We Make Progress 


In order to correct all the mistakes we made in the past, we must "resolutely 
abandon subjectivism and formalism and replace them by Marxist dialectics," 
and "all our comrades should study past experience, Marxist-Leninist theory 
and Marxist-Leninist method. Only by doing so can we make progress and make 
thorough changes in the party and mass work.” (Ibid, p 71) 


First, we must "study past experience.” During the extremely hard and bitter 
struggles waged by our party for 16 years from its birth until 1937, our 

party not only won great victories but also suffered setbacks, thus accumulat- 
ing a wealth of both positive and negative experience. True, experience in 
success is important, but experience in failure is also very precious wealth. 
An important day-to-day task for our party is conscientiously summing up and 
studying the party's historical experiences, and carefully analyzing reasons 
for past successes and failures. This will enable us to be warned by previous 
setbacks while waging current struggles. In particular, at this stage of 
making thorough changes in the party and mass work, this kind of study is 
especially necessary. At that time, in view of the fact that our party 

just woke up in the pool of blood caused by the failure of the leftist line, 
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and that our party then started to advance along the correct course of 
Mao Zedong Thought, all the reports and articles written by Comrade Shaoqgi 
during this period iaid great stress on the necessity of deeply under- 
standing the harmfulness of leftist mistakes toward the party. This was 
completely necessary and correct. 


However, he also 1teminded the whole party, saying: "Here, some comrades 
and cadres may commit all kinds of errors of rightist opportunism” and “it 
is imperative to heighten our revolutionary vigilance." ("Selected Works 

of Liu Shaoqi, Vol 1, p 33) Comrade Shaoqi also acutely observed that 
extreme left and extreme right are interlinked. He said: "In a substance, 
leftist closed-doorism and rightist opportunism have the same origin." 
(Ibid, p 31) He also analyzed the results of the longstanding ccntinuance 
and repetition of leftist mistakes with the party, saying: "On the other 
hand, this affords the liquidationists and rightists materials for attacking 
the party, helps develop rightist opportunism, and provides enemy spies and 
agents with facilities for destroying the party." (Ibid, p 31) These 
brilliant expositions tell us that in the struggle against deviations, we 
must uphold comprehensiveness, guard against onesidedness and never use one 
erroneous extreme to oppose or replace another erroneous extreme. This 
important principle has also been repeatedly borne out by our party's his- 
torical experience. 


Second, we must “study Marxist-Leninist theory.” Attaching importance to the 
study of past experiences is definitely not empiricism. In order to raise 
our party's historical experience to the high plane of principle, we must 
study and master Marxist-Leninist theory. Many of our comrades in the 

party have been influenced by leftist dogmatists over a long period of time. 
They are even unaware of the fact that they have fallen captive to leftist 
dogmatism. These conditions are often caused by their neglect of the study 

of theory and their confinement to narrow experience. This shows the poor 
theoretical standard in the infancy of our party. Comrade Shaoqi noted: 

"The CCP has a very big weak point. This weak point is that the party's 
ideological preparedness and theoretical training are insufficient and 
relatively puerile. The CCP's repeated failures in the past were all 

failures in guidance. Such failures, including the whole party's failures 

and major failures of the party, were all caused by puerile guidance and 
mistakes in guidance. They were not failures in work. Up to now we still 
have not completely overcome the weak point, namely, the lack of theoretical 
training." (Ibid, p 220) These words seemed to be directed against the 

later mistakes made by the party. Is it not true that the misfortunes the 
state and the people suffered over the previous years were precisely caused 
by failures in guidance and were not caused by the failures in the work of the 
broad masses of cadres and people? Is it not true that the faults in guidance 
were all caused by violations of the fundamental tenets of Marxism? Restudying 
Comrade Shaoqi's teachings in the light of our many years’ experience and lessons 
will enable us to achieve a deeper understanding of the great importance and 
urgency cf the call in the “resolution” adopted by the 6th plenary session of 
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the llth CCP Central Committee: “It is imperative to greatly strengthen the 
study of Marxist theory within the whole party." 


Third, we must “study Marxist-Leninist method." Comrade Shaoqi said: "The 
CCP's theoretical preparedness comprises the unified grasp of Marxist- 
Leninist principle and method and the law of the historical development 

of Chinese society." (Ibid, p 222) Marxist dialectical materialism and 
historical materialism are scientific world outlook and scientific 
methodology. They are the unity of world outlook and methodology and the 
unity of theory and method. In studying Marxist theory, the most important 
thing is to master the Marxist stand, viewpoint and method, and to be good 

at solving specific problems in the concrete practice of the Chinese 
revolution. If we do not turn Marxist-Leninist theory into the method with 
which to understand and take action in the revolutionary struggle, our study 
of theory has no practical significance. Precisely because of this, Marxists 
“lay stress on finding ways and means of applying Marxism that best answer 
the situation and on changing these ways and means in accordance with changing 
conditions." (Ibid, p 296) In particular, when there are major changes in 
the revolutionary situation and tasks, the party's form of struggle, 
organizational pattern, work style and cognitive pattern must be changed 
accordingly, and studying Marxist-Leninist theory as the study of method 
becomes particularly important. Attaching importance to the methodological 
significance of Marxist-Leninist theory is an outstanding merit of the 
theoretical and ideological style of Comrade Liu Shaoqi who made great contri- 
butions to the party's collective wealth, namely, Mao Zedong Thought. He will 
always be our shining model in studying and implementing Mao Zedong Thought. 


This report in the "Selected Works of Liu Shaoqi" is concluded in this way: 
"Study! Study! and study!" “if we arm our minds with Marxism-Leninism, we can 
overcome all our past mistakes and can also lead tens of millions of people 

to defeat the Japanese imperialists and liberate China." (Ibid, p 71) Today, 
when our party is becoming more clear-headed, firm, mature, practical, 
realistic and strong during the process of overcoming mistakes and setbacks, 
and when our party is leading people throughout the country to embark on the 
road of building a high level of socialist material civilization and spiritual 
civilization, Comrade Liu Shaoqi's loud and clear call will be a really great 
inspiration to us all!

[Text] In the spring of 1936, Comrade Liu Shaoqi went to Tianjin and was 
responsible for guiding the work of the northern regional bureau of the 

CCP Central Committee. At that time, the erroneous leftist tendencies of 
closed-doorism and adventurism still existed in the party organizations of 
north China and this severely hampered the formation and development of 

the party's anti-Japanese national united front. To deal with such a situa- 
tion, Comrade Liu Shaoqi wrote an important article entitled "Eliminate 
Closed-Doorism and Adventurism."” In this article, he dwelt on our party's 
guiding and strategic ideology on united front work and severely criticized 
the leftist mistakes in the party's united front work. Today, his exposition 
is still of great practical significance in consolidating and expanding the 
patriotic united front, umceasingly strengthening the unity of various 
nationalities, of people of all walks of life, of various political parties 
and of all patriotic forces and in promoting the socialist modernization and 
the accomplishment of the reunification of the motherland. 


The united front was the party's magic weapon for winning the democratic revolu- 
tion. Comrade Shaoqi always thought highly of the important role of the united 
front. He repeatedly pointed out that the CCP should establish a united front 
while leading the Chinese revolutionary struggle, because “our party is a pro- 
letarian party, a party that leads the struggles of the broad masses. If the 
party is to fulfill the historical tasks it has shouldered, it must fight 
against the enemies of the revolution at various periods and must unite with 

the various revolutionary strata and classes." ("Selected Work of Liu Shaoqi," 
Vol 1, p 178) During the war of resistance against Japan, the problem of 

the united front was of still greater significance. Comrade Shaoqi said: “The 
extensive national revolutionary united front has become a key factor and 

crux which determines whether our party will be able to lead the Chinese 
revolution along the path of victory.” (Ibid, p 24) However, over a long period 
of time, due to the fact that those who committed the leftist mistakes occupied 
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a dominant position and practiced closed-doorism, the formation and develop- 
ment of the anti-Japanese united front was severely hampered. In accordance 
with the practical conditions of the Chinese revolution, Comrade Shaoqi 
pointed out in a timely way: in order to expand and consolidate the anti- 
Japanese national revolutionary united front and increase revolutionary 
strength, we should criticize and eliminate the leftist influence and guard 
against the tendencies of closed-doorism and adventurism. He added that 

the leftist and rightist mistakes were actually the same. Those who committed 
these mistakes did not know how to analyze and study problems historically 
and dialectically. They claimed to be the most "revolutionary and thorough- 
going." But they used materialism and metaphysics to deal with objective 
things. They assumed an intimidating posture of “making no concessions" and 
“bringing about no compromise," stating that everything should be overthrown. 
However, they actually overthrew nothing. As a result, they pushed those 
allies who might possibly have cooperated with the party under the historical 
conditions of the time to the reactionary camp so that it was possible for 
the enemy to consolidate its counterrevolutionary alliance and weaken the 
anti-Japanese national revolutionary united front which had been widely 
established. Closed-doorism and adventurism became the “main dangers to the 
party.™" (Ibid. p 23) While exposing the harmful effects of closed-doorism 
to the party's cause, Comrade Shaoqi pointed out that it disrupted the united 
front. As a result, "the party cut itself off from the masses and became 
isolated, our allies left us and some of the masses and sympathizers doubted 
the party.... Much work and many organizations collapsed and many of our 
comrades and cadres were unnecessarily arrested and killed." (Ibid, p 31) 

All these distressing facts had forcefully shown us that in order to expand 
and consolidate the patriotic united front, we had to oppose the leftist 
mistakes and leftist ideological trend. Therefore, Comrade Shaoqi said: "We 
should deal a deadly blow at these mistakes and thoroughly eliminate them 

in the party." (Ibid. p 33) Comrade Shaogi's ideas of eliminating the 
"leftist" influence and upholding the guiding principle and strategy of the 
anti-Japanese national united front put forth by the party Central Committee 
had an extensive bearing on the party, especially the party organizations 

in north China. This effectively helped party members and cadres in north 
China expeditiously switch to the path charted by the party Central Committee. 


All these expositions by Comrade Shaoqi are of guiding significance to our 
present efforts to uphold, expand and strengthen our patriotic united front. 
Since the 3d Plenary Session of the lith CCP Central Committee, our patriotic 
united front has been restored and a lively situation has occurred. In 

some respects, we have achieved better results. At present, most of our 
friends outside the party have ease of mind and their patriotic enthusiasm is 
running still higher. The patriotic united front is playing an increasingly 
important role in socialist modernization. However, due to the protracted 
influence of the “leftist™ mistakes and the severe sabotage caused by Lin Biao, 
we should do a lot of things in order to make a new breakthrough and push 

the party's united front work to a new and higher level. An important thing 
which we should do is continue eliminating the “leftist” influence and 
guarding against and overcoming the mistake of close-doorism. 
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Some comrades think that since our party has become a ruling party and the 
socialist system has been established, it is no longer necessary to develop 
the united front. Such a view is actually an erroneous idea of close-doorism 
and a manifestation of the "leftist" influence under the new historical 
conditions. 


During the socialist period, there are various patriotic political forces 

in addition to the working class and the peasant class. The patriotic 

united front is still historically necessary and has its social foundation. 
Our party's guiding principle that the party and democratic parties should 
coexist for a long time and supervise each other" has reflected this 
historical necessity. Apart from the broad masses of workers and peasants, 
the present patriotic united front led by the party also includes personages 
of the democratic parties, well-known nonparty personages, nonparty intel- 
lectuals, cadres, former industrialists and businessmen, former KMT personages 
who revolted and crossed over, upper circles of minority nationalities, 
patriotic religious personages, family members of those who are now staying 

in Taiwan, patriotic Hong Kong and Macao compatriots, returned overseas Chinese, 
Chinese residents living abroad and so forth. They are better edcuated and 
have adequate connections. They strongly desire to serve our country. We 
should fully recognize this major trend and bring their enthusiasm into full 
play. 


In the meantime, we should also recognize that due to the fundamental changes 
of class relations and major contradictions at home, the inner relations 

of the united front have also changed accordingly. The national bourgeoisie 
as a class no longer exists. Most of them who have the ability to work have 
already been reformed into socialist laborers who can earn their own living. 
Therefore, the alliance between the working class and the former national 
bourgeoisie is no longer an alliance between classes. The social foundation 
and political attitudes of various democratic parties have also completely 
changed. Led by the party, they have become political organizations of 
laborers and patriots and political forces serving socialism. The patriotism 
of Taiwan compatriots, Hong Kong and Macao compatriots and our countrymen 
residing abroad is running higher and higher. They are playing an important 
and active role in supporting the construction of the motherland, promoting 
the reunification of the motherland, strengthening international struggle 
against hegemonism and so forth. Ail this has shown that the political 
foundation of the united front in socialist modernization has become more 
consolidated and extensive than ever before. Its scope of work has been 
broadened and its tasks are more arduous. We should on no account abolish 
the patriotic united front. On the contrary, we should further expand and 
consolidate it. Just as leading comrades of the central authorities have 
recently pointed out, in the new historical period, the united front still 
has great vitality and is a magic weapon of the party. As long as o: - party 
exists, the party and nonparty alliance as well as the united front work of 
the party will also exist. In the socialist period, the fact that our party 
is a ruling party is a reliable guarantee for the development of the united 
front and more powerful party leadership over it. However, this does not 
mean that we do not need the united front any longer. 
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Some comrades think that giving play to the role of the patriotic united 
front is not beneficial to strengthening the party leadership. Such a view 
is completely wrong. Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: "Without powerful 
leadership in the Chinese Communist Party, any revolutionary united front 
will not be successful."

[Text] The party Central Committee's call for efforts to solve the pressing 
problem of building up the ranks of revolutionary, professionally competent 
and younger cadres is no doubt very timely. Im accordance with the party 
Central Committee's instructions, an initial examination has been made of the 
leading bodies in most of the PLA units, and certain reassignments and read- 
justments have been carried out. However, we cannot but note that there are 
many mistakes in the actual process of building up the cadre ranks, and some 
of the problems are of a very serious nature. 


For example, quite a number of units still follow the five-point principle 
set forth by Comrade Deng Xiaoping after the 3d Plenary Session of the 

llth Party Central Committee, regarding it as the sole criterion for readjust- 
ing and handling cadres. This is very wrong. Many comrades criticized three 
of the five points at the 5th and 6th plenary sessions of the llth party 
Central Committee and the military commission meeting in June last year. 


First of all, we should point out that Comrade Deng Xiaoping is very wrong in 
repeatedly stressing that two-thirds of PLA cadres should be replaced in the 
next 2 to 3 years. This cadre policy, which rums counter to the principle 

of seeking truth from facts, has already brought serious losses to the building 
of the army. 


Because of the control figure laid down from above, many units have no choice 
but to purify the cadre ranks every year, demobilizing ur transferring to 
civilian work veteran comrades who otherwise could still make considerable 
contributions to the army's modernization. 


Mexeover, in the “resolution on certain questions in the history of our party 
since the founding of the People's Republic of China™ adopted by the 

6th Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, it was affirmed that 
the chaos was such that it was necessary to send in the people's liberation 
army to support the left, the workers and the peasants and to institute 
military control and military training and that it played a positive role in 
stabilizing the situation, but it also produced some negative consequences. 
Besides, in carrying out the “three supports and two militarys"™ tasks, the PLA 
merely acted in accordance with the instructions of the CCP Central Committee 
and its military commission. 
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However, a few comrades on the party Central Committee, Comrade Deng Xiaoping 
in particular, have chosen to play down the positive role played by the PLA 
in intervening in the cultural revolution and willfully exaggerate the nega- 
tive aspect.

LIU SHAOQI‘S WARNING ON EVILS OF IDLE TALK STILL TIMELY

[Text] In his 1936 article entitl«d “Fiiminate the Phrasemongering Style of 
Leadership," Comrade Liu Shaogi saiu ™ che very beginning: “The doctrine 
of putting up with idle talk exists t ‘rious degree in the northern 
organization of our party. It almost poses a serious threat to the implemen- 
tation of its work." Today, idle talk has turned out to be a major obstacle 
to the development of our socialist economy and a grave threat to the 
realization of the four modernizations. 


Idle talk tends to get everything messed up in our country. History can 
provide many lessions of this kind. Zhao Kuo of the Warring States had been 
“a student of war strategy since childhood, and he was supposed to be the 
foremost military expert in the world of his time; Ma Shu of the Three 
Kingdoms claimed to be “a diligent student devoted to the reading of books 
on military affairs, and well versed in war games. Was it not strange that 
he could not defend Jieting in his first encounter with the enemy's troops?" 
In the end, the two idle talkers were badly beaten by their enemies on the 
battlefield, meeting the fate of death. Although idle talk has caused 
incescribable disasters, some people are still delighted with it. He Yan, 

a weil-—known idle talker of the Wei and Jin dynasties, was one of then; 

he was described by Lu Kun as “a grand master of loose talking.“ Lu Kun 
s2id- ‘Many people love only to talk too much and drink too much until their 
energy is zone, along with their interest in work and politics. In the 

eng. they have no alternative but to ‘play games,‘ leaving everything undone." 


In nis article, Comrade Liu Shaoqi pointed out, following an in-depth analysis 
of many manifestaiions of the “phrasemongering style of leadership": Some 
comrades‘ “eititude toward the party's resolutions constitutes a bureau- 
eratic style of loose talk." Although they wrote articles expressing support 
for the new naeticnal united front strategy, they did not understand what the 
new strategy really meant. Instead of devoting themselves to conducting a 
careful analysis ot the specific environmental factors and conditions in 
specific loralities, and “making preparations against Japan and getting ready 
to carry out united front work” in a way that would take into account the 





actual conditions in the localities, they were interested only in chanting 
slogans concerning “preparations against Japan" and “the united front," just 
as monks chanted their sutras. In short, the most striking trademark of 
idle talk is a desire to ignore reality and matters of major concern, or 
specific conditions in specific localities. It represents a tendency to 
discuss everything in general and glowing terms. This phenomenon is 
frequently still visible in our society and within the party today. 


Of course, in our society today, the number of idle talkers and braggarts is 
growing smaller than ever. It has happened at a time when the public is 
becoming interested in reality and weary of loose talk, is being preoccupied 
with investigations and is concentrating on grappling with mind-boggling . 
problems, and is determined to suggest ideas and put them into practice as an 
active contribution to the four modernizations. But probably because idle 
talk does not cost energy, and because those who engage in this kind of talk 
can win applause from some shallow-minded people, “obsession™ with this 
lifestyle remains deep-rooted among a certain segment of the population. 
Unlike the prattlers of the past, today's “idle talkers" have developed new 
and special habits of their own. Although some people are aware of the 
problems that exist in our country, are visibly shocked by the social ilis, 
and appear “greatly worried about the country and the people” when they are 
delivering their sharply worded statements, they never intend to translate 
what they have said into practical action. They are satisfied with being only 
“observers." Like the watchers on the shore who keep complaining that a ship 
is moving too slowly, they have no intention of joining its crew to stoke mre 
coal into the boilers. "Prattlers™ of this kind can be found among our 
leading cadres at ail levels. In their reports and statements, they never 
forget to mention the four modernizations as a matter of importance or 
something indispensable, or as a task of historical and practical significance. 
They can convincingly and persuasively convey their ideas to you from point 1 
through points 2 and 3 to point 4, and from point A through points B and C to 
point D. But it is regrettable to note that they suddenly become inarticulate 
and stunned when they are asked: How far do your units or enterprises still 
lag behind the target of the four modernizations? Do you still have problems? 
What measures should be taken to solve these problems? There also are people 
who are satisfied with the status quo and consider further reforms to be 
unnecessary. But if anyone continues to put the plans for further reform into 
practice, in response to the Party Central Committee‘s call, they will keep 
nitpicking about his performance. Just as Comrade Liu Shaoqi pointed out, 
"Any lively and enthusiastic discussion of problems of interest will become 

a dead pan as soon as it is passed along to idle talkers." Idle talkers 
sooner or later will bring disaster to the cause of the feour modernizations. 


Everyone in our country will suffer from idie and meaningless talk. This 
behavior poses a threat to the development of our four modernizations. In 
short, “meaningless talk can benefit no one." For this reason, “we have no 
alternative but to reject meaningless talk." But on the other hand, we 
cannot “use idle talk to oppose idle talk." "We must endeavor to change the 
phrasemongering style of work and the style of armchair leaders. We mst 
take practical action to understand problems and environmental factors, and 
we must make practical arrangements and plans to guide work."

A major reason for this is the bureaucratism in our 
leading organs and among leading cadres, as well as the lack of thorough investiga- 
tion and study. Since the Third Plenary Session, in spite of the repeated commands 
of the party Central Committee, some of our units and leading comrades have not 
paid sufficient attention to problems in ideology, nor have they included thorough 
investigation and study as part of their work schedule. 


Comrade Mao Zedong once said that leading organs have two major functions: one is 
to have a thorough grasp of the situation and the other is to have a good grasp of 
policies.

NEED TO STREAMLINE BUREAUCRACY, RETAIN QUALITY PERSONNEL STRESSED 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 19 Dec 81 p 4 


[Article: "Decrease Unnecessary Organizations, Retain Quality Personnel"-—-the 
Fourth Plenary Session of the Fifth Chinese People's Political Consultative Con- 
ference Observation Report] 


[Text] According to statistics compiled by a conscientious observer, even though 
Premier Zhao Ziyang's discussion of his determination to adopt decisive measures, 
carry out organizational reform, and overcome bureaucratization in his government 
work report contained only 700-800 words, it received six ovations from the Peo- 

ple's representatives and CPPCC delegates. 


This is a vivid reflection of public sentiment and opinion. In the discussions 
of each CPPCC small group, organizational reform has become a topic of enthusias- 
tic discussion. 


The delegates unanimously support changes in the intolerable situation of exces- 
sive numbers of departments, bloated organizations, and overstaffing. The dele- 
gates approve of the tentative plan to have the State Council take the lead in 
implementing their proposals. Delegate Wang Bingnan (chairman of the Association 
for Friendship With Foreign Countries) said that “at the initial period after the 
People's Republic, there were only 4 committees and 30 ministries under the State 
Council. At present, this number has been increased to about 100; however, work 
efficiency has not been increased propcrtionately. Delegate Xie Bangxuan (vice 
chairman of the Government Affairs Control Bureau of the State Council) provided 
one figure which indicates that at present, in the State Council system alone, 
there are about 1,000 ministers and vice ministers and approximately 5,000 depart- 
mental administrators. The number of ministers and vice ministers in some minis- 
tries exceeds 20. Among these, the great majority undoubtedly work hard; nonethe- 
less, having so many deputy-level positions and “empty" positions, can easily lead 
to the evils of neglecting of responsibility and low efficiency. He said “someone 
has said that ‘the more administrators there are in organizations, the more con- 
fusion there is in carrying out matters, resulting in total chaos." This point 

is well taken." Delegate Jiang Zemin (adviser to the First Ministry of Machine 
Building) pointed out that “at present there are too many mothers-in-law and too 
many buddhas that need to be bowed to in order to carry out any task." Some dele- 
gates pointed out that even as we are in the process of discussing the matter of 
organizational reform, the State Council itself, not very long ago, approved the 
establishment of a certain general control bureau. Someone suggested that from 
now on we should first put a freeze on increasing governmental organizations. 
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The State Council Organization has an excessive number of departments, and those 
offices below it simply follow suit. Delegate Chang Lifu (adviser to the Shaanxi 
Provincial Party Committee and vice chairman of the Standing Committee of the 
Provincial People's Congress) said: “I've heard that the State Council now has 
108 units. There are also 108 department and bureau level offices in Shaanxi 
Province, which is 30 more than existed before the Cultural Revolution." Delegate 
Wang Shijie (head of the Gansu Provincial United Front Committee and vice chairman 
of the Provincial People's Political Consultative Conference) said that “whatever 
ministry the Central Committee has, the provinces want to establish the same 
bureau; those below all want to imitate those above them in order to obtain more 
money. Now the State Council, in wanting to set an example for organizational 
reform, has grasped the essence of the problem." Delegate Ma Xiangping (deputy 
director of the Zhejiang Provincial Petrochemical Industrial Department) stated 
that “although Zhejiang's coal deposits are very limited, there are some who in- 
Sist on establishing a Department of Coal Mining. Even after the proposal was 
rescinded by the Provincial Government and it was, instead, merged with the 
Changxing Coal Mine, the Ministry of Coal Mining went ahead and supported its 
reinstatement." 


"There are too many passengers and too few rowers" is an analogy some delegates 
use to describe the present cumbersome number of personnel in administrative 
organs and other cultural and educational units. Delegate Li Xuexian (deputy 
director of the Standing Committee of the Provincial People's Congress of Guang- 
dong Province) declared that “at present there are too many organizations, and 
too many administrative personnel, and they are constantly bickering back and 
forth among themselves. In the past, the Guangdong Provincial Office of Justice 
had a staff of 30. Now that it has become the Department of Justice, it has a 
staff of more than 100; moreover, it is difficult to distinguish between its own 
duties and the responsibilities of the court's organs since they tend to cancel 
out each other's authority." Delegate Lin Zongcai (vice president of Beijing 
Institute of Iron and Steel) remarked that “overstaffing is a universal phenome- 
non. Our school has more than 4,000 students, along with 3,000 administrators, 
teachers, staff members, and workers of which 1,400 are teachers. If we calculate 
on the basis of the Ministry of Education's prescribed workload of 6 hours of 
classroom instruction per week, a total of 450 teachers would be sufficient for 
our school." Delegate Zhang Junqiu (vice president of the Chinese Opera Institute), 
using literature and art troupes as examples, said that “in the past, our troupes 
had 150 members; now there are more than 800. Whenever we go anywhere to perforn, 
we very often have to take more than 100 people. The reasons for this are varied, 
and we cannot blame these comrades; instead, we should make suitable arrangements 
for them. In this way, literature and art troupes can become highly skilled." 


The series of problems revolving around organizational reform not only involves 
irrational features of the present system, but also a revolution in ideology. 
Delegate Du Renzhi (vice president of the Chinese Institute of Politics) said 
that cadres, especially those who serve as leading cadres in political work “can 
only rise but not fall," “hold an iron rice-bowl in their hands" and that this 
has developed into a system of lifelong unemployment. Such a system and way of 
thinking must be abolished. He feels that this is related to the fact that, 
since the founding of the PRC, we have been unable to formulate without delay a 
healthy, rational system for appointing and dismissing, examining, training, pro- 
moting, eliminating and retiring cadres; and that even now, it cannot meet the 
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needs of socialist modernization construction. He also advocates the use of 
examinations to discover and appoint all types of cadres. Even college gradu- 
ates should also take an examination (in addition to undergoing a probational 
period) before being hired by the personnel organs. In this way, not only can 
we abolish the idea of “iron rice-bowls," we can also put an end, once and for 
all, to “going in the back door." 


As long as each unit seeks to become “large and self-contained," it cannot help 
but become organizationally overstaffed. Delegate Qian Linzhao (vice president 

of the Chinese University of Science and Technology) and delegate Jian Genxian 
(vice president of the Changsha Mining Research Institute of the Ministry of 
Metallurgical Industry) feel that in foreign countries it is society which es- 
tablishes universities, while in our own country, universities (organizations 

and research units alike) establish society. Some of the big sections want to do 
everything themselves except for establishing cremation plots. This kind of situ- 
ation must be resolved as soon as possible. 


At present, the evil of bureaucratization among some leading organizations has, 
in fact, already become a serious obstacle to the four modernizations construc- 
tion plans. Vice chairman of the CPPCC, Rong Yiren, said “At present we continue 
to quibble endlessly about our work. Even after a matter has been approved by 
the State Council, there are some whocontinue to disagree and can hold up its 
passage for several more months. This kind of style is not capitalism; instead, 
it is like the style of feudal gc vermment offices. If we do not change this 
kind of system, how can we expect to improve our economy?" Everyone criticizes 
“red tape" as one of the features of bureaucracy. Even though a problem can be 
resolved in person or over the phone, bureaucrats insist on writing reports at 
each level which, in turn, must be approved at each level. In this way, how 

can we expect tohave a high degree of work efficiency? 


Many delegates have suggested that we establish legislation regarding this prob- 
lem, set forth regulations so that everyone can act according to them. Delegate 
Wang Li (a professor in the Department of Chinese at Beijing University) and 
Delegate Ni Zhengao (legal adviser to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs) feel that 
from the State Council on down to the deputy positions at each level, the number 
of people should be clearly stipulated so as to set an example for the local 
governments. We should establish regulations for retirement, and for leaving 
office and retiring, as fast as possible and then carry them out rigorously. 
There must also be regulations for all types of remuneration for retirees and 
those who leave office (including old cadres who made historical contributions 
and retire to the second and third lines), and for the responsibilities of advi- 
sors, etc., so that people have something to go by and each is properly provided 
for. 


Delgate Chen Zhongjing (deputy minister of the departments under the party Central 
Committee), starting from the strategic perspective that, in the last decade of 
this century, our nation's economy must launch a new period of vigorous develop- 
ment, talked about the decade of the 1980's as a crux and also a turning point. 

He said that “to carry out organizational reform now and to eradicate the evils 

of burezucratization are strategic measures. Once we have done this, our latent 
potential can be fully realized, we can overcome present problems step by step, 
and there will be great hope for the vigorous development of the economy.

LIU SHAOQI'S WORKS HAVE RELEVANCE TO RECTIFICATION DRIVE

[Text] Comrade Liu Shaoqi made some singularly creative theoretical contributions 
to the building of our party. The matter of communist ideological cultivation and 
training was one of these contributions. 


In a good many articles, Comrade Shaogi thoroughly explained, from the standpoint 
of the party's fundamental character and purpose, the necessity and importance of 
efforts on the part of communists to pursue ideological cultivation. In the impor- 
tant work "On the Party," he pointed out that our party wholeheartedly serves the 
Chinese people and represents the interests of the Chimese nation and the people of 
China; serving the people is thus our party's fundamental principle. For this 
reason, every party member must steadfastly establish in his ideology “the view- 
point of everything for the masses of the people and the viewpoint of wholehearted- 
ly serving the masses of the people” (“Selected Works of Liu Shaogi," Vol I, p 348; 
hereafter cited only by page number from this same book). But a communist is by 

no means someone who is isolated from the world. Instead, he lives in society and 
is subjected to the influence of the ideologies of exploitive classes and other 
nonproletarian classes, and he cannot have this or that kind of weaknesses, de- 
fects, and faults. Comrade Shaogi stressed that in order to make oneself a 
genuine communist, one must conscientiously pursue ideological cultivation and 
training in the course of one's revolutionary practice, and to continue to trans- 
form one‘s subjective world in the struggle of changing the objective world. 


Why Ideological Levels Differ Although Environmental Conditions Are Similar 


Strengthening the ideological cultivation of party members appears particularly 
important and urgent today. Among the 38 million members of the party and the 

20 million cadres in the country (the majority of whom are communists), most are 
able to work diligently for the party and for the people at their respective posts. 
But what we cannot overlook is that, after 10 years of internal disturbances, a 
state of ideological impurity, workstyle impurity, and organizational impurity 

has come to prevail in the party. Some communists, including party members who 
have been in the party for many years, have failed to steadfastly establish the 





ideology of wholeheartedly serving the people. Some have gone astray from the 
party's correct line and do whatever they please. Some choose to ignore state 
and collective interests and concentrate on their departmental interests. Some 
work in a perfunctory, foot-dragging manner and remain indifferent to the cause of 
the party and the people. A very small number of people have gone so far as to 
engage in corrupt activities and take bribes, keep company with smugglers, and 
violate the law and discipline. The ahove-mentioned unhealthy practices are all 
harmful to the people's interests, contrary to our party's purpose, and incom- 
patible with the glorious title of communist. However, except where individual 
situations are serious enough for the principals ‘to be subjected to party disci- 
pline and state laws and given the necessary punishment, most of the above are 
questions having to do with ideological perception and ideological disposition. 


In his famous work "On the Self-Cultivation of Communists," Comrade Shaogi gave 
examples to explain that, in similar environment and conditions, different party 
members may exhibit great differences in their ideological level and party charac- 
ter because of different degrees of subjective endeavor and self-cultivation. Such 
reasoning, aiming at the intraparty situation at the time, also tallies with our 
situation today. During the 10 years of internal disturbances, the party's organi- 
zational life came to a stop, and normal intraparty criticism and self-criticism 
were eliminated. But even in such circumstances, many comrades were still able 

to make strict demands upon themselves according to the requirements of party 
membership, and everywhere exhibited the image of a communist. But other party 
members behaved otherwise; they relaxed the demands on themselves, their sense 

of organization gradually became weak, and their revolutionary will declined, 

until they no longer conducted themselves like communists. Again, in the face of 
unhealthy practices, many communists were able to manage their affairs with the 
public interest [in mind], adhere to principles, refrain on their own from resort- 
ing to such unhealthy practices, and struggle against such unwholesome phenomena. 
But other party members behaved otherwise. They not only failed to struggle against 
such unhealthy practices but also played along and even were dragged in themselves. 
Exampies of this sort are quite numerous in our real life. Among our party members 
anc cadres, large numbers of progressive phenomena and personalities emerge daily 
and become increasingly more numerous; on the other hand, unbecoming, ugly, and 
ignominious deeds also are heard of from time to time. What is the reason for such 
differences? Subjectively speaking, it is mainly because each person's ideological 
level and spiritual level is different and he makes different demands upon himself. 
Therefore, we must stress the need for communists to consciously pursue ideological 
cultivation and to make strict demanas upon themselves. 


Overcome Individualism; Solve the Question of World View 


A communist's self-cultivation is multidimensional. Comrade Shaoqi emphatically 
pointed out that we must overcome the fairly strong individualism and selfish 
ideology among certain party members. This hits the nail right on the head. Today, 
among certain party members and cadres such individualism and selfish ideas have 
not decreased but have developed. A prominent manifestation of this is that some 
people ignore the interests of the party, ignore the interests of the state and the 
people, but are enthusiastic ahout making their own petty calculations. What they 
calculate about all day long is how to add flowers to the brocade of their own 
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small families, how to arrange more comfortable jobs for their own relatives and 
children, how to fish for various “pradtical benefits" for themselves, etc., etc. 
Comrade Shaogi said that a communist “is fundamentally opposed to anybody's enjoy- 
ing any privilege and thinks that he himself should harbor no ideas about privilege 
whatsoever; he thinks that it is inconceivable for him to enjoy a privileged 

status among the people. In fact, it is an insult" (p 145). What a distance 
between the spiritual plane of those who indulge in making petty calculations and 
the requirements for being a communist! 


As a rule, our party by no means denies the individual interests of its members, 
nor does it require its members to sacrifice their individual interests lightly, 
but it does require that "a communist must clearly determine the correct relation- 
ship between individual interests and party interests" (p 130). That is to say, 

the party member's individual interests must be subordinate to the interests of the 
party. If an individual's interests come into conflict with the party's interests, 
he should then sacrifice his individual interests in order to obey and maintain 

the party's--i.e., the people's--interests. The problem today is that individual 
desires on the part of certain party members and party-member cadres continue to 
swell and, beyond legitimate individual interests, they seek to satisfy such 
incessantly swelling individual selfish desires by methods that impinge on the 
interests of the party and the people. This is incompatible with the glorious title 
of communist. 


A communist's ideological self-cultivation is in essence the solution of the 
question of his world view. Said Comrade Liu Shaogi: “Whether or not a communist 
can under all circumstances subordinate his own individual interests uncondi- 
tionally to party interests is the criterion for determining whether that communist 
is loyal to the party and loyal to the revolution and for testing the communist 
cause" (p 130). What is said here has to do precisely with the question of one's 
world view. When the party and the people confer an office upon you and give you a 
definite amount of power, are you going to work diligently at this post and 
endeavor to make as many contributions to the party and the people as possible, or 
are you going to take advantage of your office and power to make personal gains? 

In your daily life, when you witness conduct that violates established regulations 
and principles and hence damages the interests of the party and the people, are you 
going to sympathize with it, support it, appease it, and partake in it, or are you 
going to adhere to principle and thereby resist and oppose it? Things like this 
are all a test of the world view of communists. Our lofty communist ideals, firm 
revolutionary stand, and strong party character must be reflected in concrete 
things in our daily life and not remain merely talk. 


At present, a serious task in the building of our party is to achieve as quickly 

as possible a decisive turn for the better in our party workstyle. This is a 
requirement set by the whole party, and it is also the wish of the vast ranks of the 
masses. To improve this party workstyle of ours, every communist has a responsi- 
bility, and a communist with leadership tasks has an even greater responsibility. 

In our attempt to rectify our party workstyle, we must make efforts in several 
areas: we must make our party discipline strict and operate earnestly according 

to our party regulations and party laws; we must rectify our party organizations 
and purify our party ranks; we must rigorously enforce the party's organizational 





life and conscientiously conduct criticism and self-criticism; and we must rely on 
the supervision and assistance of the masses. As the basic link, however, we must 
strengthen the party character of all communists and heighten the consciousness of 
party members in rectifying unhealthy practices.

Organizational leadership: Census work must be carried out under the leader- 
ship of the State Council and the local people's governments at all levels. 
The people's governmerts at the provincial, prefectural and county levels 
should set up census leading groups and provide offices for the groups. 
People's communes, townships and neighborhood offices should set up census 
offices. Production brigades and residents" committees should set up census 
teams in charge of the census organizationally. 


Targets of the census: The targets of the census are people who are citizens 
o: the People's Republic of China and are living within the boundary of the 
People's Republic of China. 


Division of the census districts: In the countryside, the district under the 
jurisdiction of a production brigade is regarded a census district. In cities 
and townships, a dis-:rict under the jurisdiction of a residents" committee is 
regarded as a census district. 





Census workers and instructors: Census registration work is the responsibility 
of census workers, while the census instructor is responsible for giving 
guidance and carrying out checkups. The basic-ievel cadres and the activists 
among the masses will assist the census workers and instructors. The census 
workers and instructors should be selected and transferred from the staff of 
the county and municipal people's governments. 


Method of registration: A census station may be set up in a census district 
according to the principle of providing convenience for the masses. Heads 
of households or those appointed by them who are familiar with the particular

MINISTRY OF EDUCATION ISSUES CIRCULAR ON STUDENT REGULATIONS

[Text] Beijing, 2 Mar (XINHUA)--The Ministry of Education recently made 

a decision to try out the "regulations for students of institutes of 
higher education" and the "regulations for vocational secondary school 
students" among the institutes of higher education and the vocational 
secondary schools throughout China. In this connection, the ministry also 
issued a circular to the educational departments of the various provinces, 
municipalities and autonomous regions and the concerned ministries and 
commissions under the State Council. 


The circular says: Im recent years, some provincial and municipal educa- 
tional departments, institutes of higher education and vocational secondary 
schools have respectively formulated student regulations (some call them 
student conventions) in the light of the experience of individual areas 

and schools to achieve the purpose of cultivating students. These regula- 
tions have played an active role in implementing the party's educational 
principle in an all-round way and in strengthening ideological and political 
education to resist corruption by bourgeois ideology, to cultivate the 
students’ communist morality and decorum and guide them to rejuvenate 
themselves and grow up in a healthy manner. Drawing on the experience of 
these areas and schools, we have drawn up the "regulations for students of 
institutes of higher education” and the "regulations for vocational secondary 
school students" (trial drafts) (henceforth we will refer to them as the 
“regulations") and we hereby promulgate them for trial implementation. 


The circular points out: The “regulations” have given expression to the 
basic requirements, set forth by the party and the state, on the political, 
ideological and moral character of students of the institutes of higher 
education and vocational secondary schools. They are the guidelines and 
moral obligations which every student must observe. To thoroughly carry out 
the "regulations," it is necessary to combine the strengthening of ideologi- 
cal and political education with the strengthening of supervision. 


Education on obs: rving the “regulations” and school rules and regulations 
must be seriously conducted among the freshmen every year so that the students 
know what to do and what not to do right from the beginning. Commendation 
must go hand in hand with criticism, while giving emphasis on the former, 
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in order to guide the students to consciously observe the "regulations,' 
fine school spirit and promote the all-round development of 
rally, intellectually and physically. 


The circular stipulates that to thoroughly carry out the "regulations" on 
a trial basis, the competent departments must closely coordinate, under 
the unified leadership of the school party committee, in doing well 
ideological, political work and administrative work. The communist party 
members and the CYL members among the students must be educated to become 
models in observing the "regulations." The contingent of teachers must 
educate the students by personal example as well as by verbal instruction. 
They must educate the students on the "regulations" and set strict demands 


on them.

SICHUAN CONGRESS TOLD OF EDUCATION, NATIONALITY PICTURE 
Report on Nationality Affairs 
Chengdu SICHUAN RIBAO in Chinese 26 Dec 81 p 1 


{[Article: "Sichuan Nationality Affairs Commission Deputy Chief Reports on 
Nationality Affairs"] 


[Text] Im his report to the 13th session of the Standing Committee of the Sichuan 
Provincial People's Congress, Sun Zigiang [1327 5261 1730], a vice chairman of the 
Sichuan Provincial Nationality Affairs Commission, said: Since the Third Plenary 
Session of the lith Party Central Committee, a delightful picture of stability 

and unity has appeared in the vast region inhabitated by the people of all nation- 
alties, as a result of our further efforts to improve nationality relations and 
our continuing efforts to strengthen unity. 


After commenting on the work done by his commission over the past year and on the 
achievements by the people of all nationalities in Sichuan, Sun Ziqiang pointed 
out: The level of production in this nationality region remains low. This is why 
the masses here still face greater difficulties in eking out a decent living. To 
overcome such difficulties calls for continued emancipation of the mind, relaxation 
of policies, further improving and strengthening ali forms of the production 
responsibility system, and stimulating the enthusiasm of the masses of all nation- 
elities for production in the region. On the other hand, it also justifies the 
aid in terms of manpower, material and financial resources, and technical assis- 
tance to be provided by all trades and professions, provincial-level departments 
concerned with nationality-affairs in particular, as well as by Chengdu, Chongqing, 
Zigong, Dukou, and various prefectures in a common effort to help the minority 
region gradualiy eliminate the de facto inequality reflected in the development 

of the economy. 


In his report, Sun Ziqiang discussed the prospects for the further implementation 

of the autonomous policy for the minority region. He said: The autonomous policy 
for the minority region is a basic policy designed by our party to solve problems 

in nationality affairs. The key to the implementation of this policy is a demon- 
stration of respect for the power of seif-determination and a determination to 

train a large number of cadres of minority nationalities. Today, cadres of minority 
nationalities constitute 63.4 percent of the topnotch cadres in Sichuan's three 
autonomous prefectures, including secretaries of prefgctural party committees and

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heads of prefectural governments. Minority nationality cadres have been appointed 
to the leading posts of the party and govermment in the three autonomous prefec- 
tures. By now, minority cadres make up 62.8 percent of the secretaries of county 
perty committees, chairmen of the standing committees of the county people's 
congresses, and heads of county governments. in the future, steady steps will be 
taken to bring additional new cadres into government service, while efforts will 
be made to improve the quality of the existing cadres. The aim is to make them 
more capable of meeting the needs of the four modernizations. 


Sun Zigiang also emphasized in his report the need to e*“fectively strengthen 
cultural, educational, and scientific activities and public health service. During 
the past few years, we have recorded new advances in education for the people of 
minority nationalities. New primary and secondary schools, complete with 117 
classes capable of accommodating more than 2,800 room-and-board students, have 
sprung up in the three autonomous prefectures. This year, 141 minority students 
have been admitted to three colleges in Sichuan, each of which has set up exclusive 
classes for minority students; 426 minority students have been enrolled into other 
colleges and universities as a result of a nationwice college entrance examination 
that took place this year. Meanwhile, more than 800 primary and secondary schools 
have begun to offer courses in minority languages in the three autonomous prefec- 
tures. In the future, we will coordinate with education departments in promoting 
and overseeing this activity, and in ensuring success in the implementation of the 
guidelines of the provincial nationality education conference. We will also focus 
attention on rescuing and re-editing materials on the excellent cultural heritage 
of minority nationalities on a crash basis, on developing minority-language publica- 
tions, radic programs, and sound films, and on developing art, damce, and sports 
activities that cater to the people of minority nationalities, along with mass 
cultural activities in which they will become active participants. Attention will 
also be paid to ensuring the successful operation of the public health centers 
(institutes) in the economically backward areas, and to strengthening and improving 
the cooperative medical systems for rural and pastoral areas. Continuing efforts 
will be made to ensure the successful operation of Tibetan hospitals, and to dig 
out the secrets of Tibetan medicine and re-edit them for circulation. 


Other points emphasized by Sun Ziqiang in his report ranged from the strengthening 

of ideological and political work to the conscientious handling of boundary 

disputes, and from the correct implementation of the party's policy for religious 
freedom to the successful handling of problems left by history; these are points 

that will contribute to the consolidation and development of the excellent situation 
of stability and unity. © 


Report on Education 


Chengdu SICHUAN RIBAO in Chinese 26 Dec 81 p 1

[Text] In his report to the 13th sessiun of the Standing Committee of the Sichuan 
Provincial People's Congress, An Wenlie [1344 2429 3525], director of the Sichuan 
Provincial Education Bureau, said: I hope that the government at all levels will 
attach importance to and be concerned with education and will strengthen their 
leadership over the work of education. 
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An Wenlie said: Since the Third Plenary Session of the lith Party Central Commit- 
‘ee, as a result of the conscientious implementation of the party's policies by 
the provincial universal education department, mormal teaching order has gradualiy 
been restored to the schools. At present, the total enrollment of the pri.sary and 
secondary schools throughout the province is estimated at more than 19 million. 
Sparetime education has been made available to peasants in nearly 90 percent of 
the counties and 70 percent of the communes in the province. Efforts have been 
made year after year to improve the quality of school education in all forms and 
at all levels. As a result of the extensive campaign mounted by the overwhelming 
majority of schools to strengthen ideological and political work among students, 
delightful changes have taken place in school life and in the mental outlook of 
the students. 


An Wenlie said: Although the work of universal education in our province has been 
highly successful, there still exist many problems caused by our inability to meet 
the needs oi the four modernizations. Among them are problems resulting from the 
lack of a comprehensive understanding of the eight-character policy aimed at 
reorganizing universa. education and from our inability to put it into effect; 
problems resulting from our failure to uphold and implement the party's policy on 
education and to prevent schools from moving in the direction of training students 
soleiy for promotion to schools of higher grade; problems caused by the shortage 
of professionally competent teachers with a high level of culture who are capable 
of living up to the requirements of the teaching profession; problems caused by 
the unavilability of education funds to improve the poor quality of education; and 
new problems that have emerged to plague the education front since the implementa- 
tion of the rural production responsibility system. These are problems that need 
to be urgently and properly dealt with. To strengthen and improve the work of 
universal education calls for concentrated efforts to solve the following problems: 
First, further efforts must be made to define the position and role of education in 
the primary education in the development of the four modernizations. I hereby 
suggest that the work of primary education be studied several times a year by 
specialized agencies--ayencies assigned by party committees and governments at all 
leveis. Second, the eight-character policy must be properly implemented in con- 
junction with the successful reorganization of the work of universal education on 
a continuing basis. In the course of strengthening the foundation for universal 
primary education, the structure of junior middle schools must be reorganized and 
improved, senior middle schools must continue to develop at a controlled pace, the 
successful operation of secondary normal schools must be guaranteed, the structural 
reform of secondary education must be accelerated, active efforts must be made to 
put into operation a number of major schools in order to improve the quality of 
education. Third, it is necessary to uphold the party's education policy and to 
conscientiously prevent schools from moving in the direction of training students 
solely for promotion to shcools of higher grade. It is necessary to strengthen 
ideological and political work, to educate students in the “five loves," and to 
develop the “five stresses and four points of beauty” activity as the central theme 
of education in socialist spiritual civilization. Beginning in 1982, the system 
that distinguishes concentrated from noncencentrated classes will be abolished in 
primary and secondary schools. Meanwhile, the student promotion and demotion 
system must be strictly enforced. Fourth, we must do a good job of consolidating 
and strengthening the contingents of teachers. This task can be accomplished by 
gradually retiring incompetent teachers and by urging old teachers to help 
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inexperienced teachers improve their professional skills. Im the process, the 
important method of learning by doing must be adopted. Systems must be instituted 
to encourage competent and less competent teachers to improve their professional 
skills. Proper measures must be taken by schools to alleviate the burdens of old 
and experienced teachers so that they can devote time to summing up their teaching 
experiences and make them available to others through the writing of books, with 
the encouragement of the educational authorities. Fifth, efforts must be made by 
primary schools to solve new problems resulting from the implementation of the 
rural production responsibility system. I hope that the various localities will 
conscientiously put into effect the “Proposal for Solving Problems Concerning 
Primary Education That Have Arisen From the Implementation of the Production 
Responsibility System in the Countryside,'’ which was recently approved and circu- 
lated by the provincial people's government. Sixth, I suggest that provincial, 
prefectural, county, and other local authorities set aside an additional amount of 
funds for educational purpose.

STUDY OF LU XUN'S WRITINGS ON LITERARY, ART CRITICISM URCED 
Chengdu SICHUAN RIBAO in Chinese 22 Dec 81 p 3

and Art--Lu Xun's Exposition of Criticism Reviewed"] 


[Text] As the chief commander of China’s cultural revolution, Lu Xun wrote a 
great number of important expositions during his lifetime of struggle. They 
include his actual experiences of struggle on the literature and art battlefront. 
He has left us a valuable cultural legacy in his own handwriting on literary and 
art criticism. Today, we are once again reviewing Lu Xun's teachings. We feel 
closer to him than ever before. We also believe that certain questions in real 
life have become clearer and more defined. 


"Creators, on the whole, despise the babble of critics." These words of Lu Xun 
remind us of our present situation, which follows a decade of internal unrest 
when the reputation of literary and art criticism was besmirched. Some comrades 
still have lingering fears and many pale at the mention of literary and art 
criticisn. 


However, the magic weapon of literary and art criticism should absolutely not be 
dismissed. 


Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, our nation's 
literature and art have flourished and the atmotphere has improved. This is 
similar to the situation mentioned by Lu Xun in literature and ert circles in 
Shanghai in 1930: “this is progress as it shcv1\i be." The development of things 
is never as orderly as one would imagine it to be. At that time in Shanghai, 
“those things that were well worth reading and thuse that were no good were dis- 
played side by side in book stalls,” leaving readers “perplexed and apprehensive.” 
Consequently, Lu Xun made an appeal: "We need critics.” For one thing, “on this 
battleground that is either active or sluggish, those works that are considered to 
be excellent have all been ‘dismissed’ or ‘silently destroyed." For another, 
much of the “sour alcohol in new sacks and the rotten meat in red wrappers” is 
“gobbled up” by young readers. “It irritates the pit of their stomachs and they 
feel as if they are going to throw up.” 


In looking back.over our present situation, don't we also have works that are 
basically good and inspire the people to rally around the leadership but have not 
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been praised or encouraged? Furthermore, poor and inferior works that preach 
departure from the leadership of the party and deviation from the four fundamental 
principles have nut been criticized or denounced. In order to hasten the develop- 
ment of literature and art on the correct path, to make socialist literature and 
art flourish and to be more effective in putting literature and are on the course 
of “serving the people and socialism," we absolut=ly must not disregard sound 
literary and art criticism. 


"To either encourage or to surpress...this is what it means to criticize." 


As soon as some comrades hear about policies or lines, they cannot help but shake 
their heads: “restrictive influences” have returned again. However, we might 

well take a look at Lu Xun. Beginning with the publication of his works in NEW 
YOUTH in 1918, Lu Xun always consciously included his own works within the “restric- 
tive framework" of “revolutionary literature." One line of his is very famous: 
"This literature can also be called ‘obedient literature." I obeyed the orders 

of the pioneers of the revolution; they were orders that I myself obeyed willingly. 
There certainly was no imperial edict nor was there a golden or real officer's 
sword.” Lu Xun's spirit of comsciously including literature and art the category 
required by the revolution is well worth our serious study. 


Of course, “restrictive frameworks™ are not necessarily all correct. Lu Xun 

never believed in “critics who had no definite circle.” He believed that “we can- 
not blame them for having a circle, but we can criticize their circle for being 
imcorrect.” Those “restrictive frameworks" that disregard social consequences 

and only seek relief for persona) emotions are not necessarily correct. 


Lu Xun criticized the viewpoint of publishing works regardless of their social 
consequences and believing that “even if you are poisoned, it is your ow fault.” 
He said: “What is wrong is that a poet after all is not a blade of grass, he is 

an individual in society. Moreover, poetry is sold for money; how can it be copied 
for free. As soon as you sell poetry, it becomes a commodity. The buyer then has 
the right to say whether it is good or bad." "A gardener end his kind must create 
a plan." Literature and art are a kind of social ideology. Society has the right 
to make reasonable demands on writers. This is fair and just; there is no way it 
can be considered an excessive demand. 


There also exists literary and art criticism that consists of random bludgeonings 
and reckless labelling of people. in his "Hurling Insults and Threats Is No Way 
To Fight,” Lu Xun criticized this pehnomenon. "When malicious critics ride over 
delicate young shoots, naturally they enjoy doing so. However, it is to the 
detriment of these shoots, whether ordinary or those of a genius." Brutal 
criticism easily confuses the nature of contradictions. It is harmful to the 
correct handling of contradictions among the people and to the prospering and 
flourishing of socialist literature and art. 


At the same time, there is another aspect to the problem. “Current critics use the 
term ‘hurling insults’ in a very confused manner. If you call the girl of a fine 
family a slut, this is ‘hurling an insult’; if you call a slut a slut, that is 

not ‘hurling an insult’.... However, those with differing opinions mix them up by 
calling both cases ‘hurling insults; and that is a pity.” Not differentiating 
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between what is right and wrong and the personal biases of critics in literary and 
arc criticism are among the things that must be c>rrected. 


Naturally, there exist a great number of contradictions among the people on the 
literature and art fromts. They belong to the category of struggle in ideological 
understanding. This requires that we pay attention to ways and means and to 
earnestly implementing the formula of “starting from the desire for unity and 
going through criticism and self-criticism to achieve unity." "“Leftwing writers 
did not fall from the heavens; they are not enemies shot in from abroad. They not 
only need that ‘fellow traveler’ who walks by their side to join forces with them; 
they also wamt to imvite that spectator standing on the side of the road to forge 
ahead together.” 


Lu Xun advocated the method of “scooping out the rotten part of the apple™ in 
literary and art criticism. He said: “Supposing that you bore through to the 
rotten core and say that this apple is spoiled, but a few places are still edible. 
It ome does the sume thing with translated works, the good and bad parts of these 
works become obvious, and damage to the reader is reduced." The rotten parts must 
be scooped out; the attitude of not probing and not taking action is no good. 


Lu Xun also instructed us: “If you want to discuss a composition, it is best to 
consider the whole piece, the author as a whole person and his position in society. 
In this way it becomes more conclusive. Otherwise, it is very easy to border on 
talking nonsense.” Im his criticism of the writers and works Tao Yvanming, “The 
Dream of the Red Chamber,” Zhang Taiyan and Liu Bannong, Lu Xun set a shining 
example of scholarship. Literary and art criticism should consist of concrete, 
down-to-earth and scientific analysis. 


There are times when crit: cism is incorrect. "If criticism is incorrect, then 
criticism must be used to resist it. Only in this way can literature, art and 
criticism advance together.” Literary and art criticism should contain democratic 
and free discussion, that is, it should allow both criticism and opposing criticism. 


Literary and art critics should “have 4 clear sense of right and wrong and feel 
strongly about good and evii."” We should carefully study Lu Xun's writings on 
literary and art criticism, earnestly implement the party's “double hundred" policy, 
and actively launch sound literary and art criticism. We wust make every eifort 

to overcome laxity and disorganization on the ideolog‘cal battlefront.

UNREMITTING WORK IN FAMILY PLANNING STRESSED

[Text] In Premier Zhao Ziyang's report on the work of the government to the Fourth 
Conference of the Fifth NPC, he asked on behalf of the State Council that the 
entire country, from top to bottom, make an unremitting effort to realize the goal 
of keeping our population under 1.2 billion by the end of this century. He asked 
that this be done for the benefit of the people and for the future of the nation. 
The provincial CCP committee also recently made clear that in order to insure 

that the province's population does not exceed 120 million by the end of the 
century, we must not let up for even one minute in our work on family planning. 


In the 31 years since the founding of the nation, the birth and continued existence 
of 630 million people nationwide, including approximately 64 million in our pro- 
vince, has already created an increasing number of difficulties and pressures. 

The problems and pressures begin with maternity hospitalization and go on to 
nursery enrollment, school enrollment, employment, housing, health, communications, 
food and clothing. Furthermore, this group of people have alraady become or will 
become an enormous, vital new childbearing force. Based on the calculations of 

the current 2.2 children per couple nationwide and 2 children per couple in our 
province, by the end of the century the population of the whole nation and of our 
province will have reached 1.3 billion and 131 million, respectively. There is no 
way the various aspects of our social life can accommodate this increase. It will 
lower the standard of living for everyone and it will also make it difficult to 
establish the economy, culture and national defense on an effective basis. It is 
difficult to anticipate the consequences of this for our nation's future genera- 
tions. All comrades must have a sober understanding of this problem. 


Party and government cadres at all levels, vast numbers of party members, CYL 
members and the masses, having gone through many years of practical work in 
family planning in our province, have already become aware of the benefits of a 
gradually declining birth rate. At the same time, they have accumulated quite a 
lot of work experience. However, the desire of some young people at present to 
marry early and the wish of some commune members to have more children are still 
urgent problems. The old traditions and ideas about childbearing which have 
continued for thousands of years still pervade the people's way of thinking, i.e., 
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favoring the male and slighting the female, continuing the family line, and more 
-hildren bring greater happiness. These problems demand the serious attention of 
the leadership at all levels. Now New Year's Day and the Spring Festival are 
approaching. it is therefore a key time for starting our work on family planning 
for next year. Each area should use this opportune moment to strengthen the lead- 
ership and achieve success in the work on family planning. First, we must further 
motivate and organize the various social forces to set in motion a propaganda and 
education movement and to continue to broadly disseminate the "open letter" of the 
party Central Committee and the exposition on population growth in Premier Zhao 
Ziyang's government work report. We must propagate late marriage, late child- 
bearing and having one child per couple. We must also propagandize advanced units 
and individuals who practice family planning and publicize information on birth 
control, eugenics, maternity and child care as well as other areas of scientific 
knowledge. Second, we should combine propaganda on new marriage laws with launch- 
ing marriages in the new way, and combine the five stresses and the four points 

of beauty with the five good families. We should convene separate forums of young 
people who have married late, women of childbearing age and couples-.who have only 
one child, and honor those families with only one child. Third, this winter and 
in the coming spring we should organize the concerned departments tc carry out an 
inquiry into family planning and to focus on examining the implementation of the 
system of responsibility in family planning and the implementation of 1982 and 
1983 popula..on planning. They should check into how reward and punishment are 
administered and the arrangement and use of funds. This inquiry will lead to a 
great impro.:ment in organizational leadership, in the standards of administration 
and in the quality of work. Fourth, it is necessary to adopt sound and effective 
measures to fully reorganize the guiding agencies concerned with birth control 
technology. We must train and upgrain birth control technicians and establish the 
“quotas, guarantees, and rewards” system of responsibility in birth control tech- 
nology. In addition, we must improve surgical quality to insure the health and 
safety of those undergoing surgery. As for those who break the law by stealing 
IUD's, endangering the health of women and harming people and matters involved 

in family planning, they must be firmly dealt with in order to insure the success- 
ful deveiopment of work in family planning. 


Enforcing family planning and strictly controlling the growth of the population 
are long-term strategic tasks facing the entire nation and all the people. These 
tasks will benefit the country and the people, so we definitely must make an 
unremitting effort to achieve success in our work on these tasks.

FAMILY PLANNING DIRECTOR ON CONTROLLING POPULATION GROWTH

[Article by Zhang Xiluo [1728 5007 3157]: “Views and Suggestions on Controlling 
the Growth of the Population by Zhang Xiluo, Member of the CPPCC and Permanent 
Director of the State Family Planning Commission"™] 


[Text] The “government work report" presented by Premier Zhao Ziyang at the Fourth 
Conference of the Fifth NPC emphasized that "in order to insure the steady improve- 
ment of the people's standard of living, it is necessary to firmly control the 
growth of the population." He also said that “enforcing family planning and 
strictly controlling the growth of the population are long-term strategic tasks." 

I agree wholeheartedly and believe strongly that bringing up this problem and 
attempting to find a solution are of paramount importance and of the utmost urgency. 


During August, September and October of last year, I carried out an investigation 
into our nation's population problem and work in family planning. I believe that 
if our population growth is not strictly controlled, not only will the people's 
standard of living not show any improvement, but our economic development may also 
become difficult and slow. The benefits obtained through economic development 

may even be forfeited due to overpopulation. The problem has reached such propor- 
tions, yet I discovered in the process of my investigation that not all people 
realize the urgency of our strategic task of strictly controlling the growth of our 
population. This manifests itself in various prefectures where leading party and 
government agencies refuse to take family planning seriously or put undue emphasis 
on the great number of difficult problems involved in family planning. They tend 
to be lax in this task. In society, there are few who view work in family 
planning as the main current and many who see it as a subsidiary current. They 
overexaggerate problems that have arisen in this work and this, in turn, has had 
an effect on promoting family planning. 


In the 32 years since liberation, our nation under socialism has had a drop in the 
death rate to below the average death rate of the world population. It is only 

-6 percent, while our average life expectancy has increased to about 70 years. 
This is quite an improvement. However, because we have not imp: oved our control 
of the birth rate, the population in the next 20 years or so will grow enormously. 
Therefore, today we bear a heavy and unshirkable burden which presents our 
socialist economy with all kinds of difficulties. 


The effect of the growth of the population on the economy first manifests itself 
in employment problems. Our population count already approaches 1 billion and our 
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labor force currently numbers over 400 million, of which over 300 million are part 
of the agricultural labor force. The population is increasing so rapidly that 
every year arrangements have to be made for the expanding labor force. A great 
problem that now confronts us is the rational allocation of the newly increasing 
labor force. 


The second area in which it manifests itself is in its effect on accumulation. In 
order to expedite progress on the establishment of the four modernizations, it is 
essential to properly increase accumulation as much as possible. A large portion 
of our newly increasing national income must be used to support the needs of the 
existing population as well as the newly increasing population. If the birth rate 
were lowered somewhat, then we could economize on our expenditures and apply it 
toward accumulation and increase investments in construction. 


The rapid growth of the population and the large absolute number present obstacles 
to improving the people's standard of living. Im the 26 years of economic recon- 
struction from 1952 to 1978, our expenditure reserve fund showed a 2.9-fold in-— 
crease, quite a sizeable increase. However, during the same period, the population 
increased 66.7 percent and the average per capita expenditure total showed only a 
1.3-folid increase. 


Overpopulation has also affected the popularization of universal education. 


In order to establish our nation as a powerful, modernized, highly democratic and 
highly civilized socialist nation it is necessary to accept past experiences and 
lessons and strictly control our growth rate. I propose the following measures to 
control our growth rate and to bring a halt to the present state of affairs in 
which the population is once again on the rise. 


Party and government leading organs at all levels mist give family planning top 
priority. They must understand that the realization of our economic objectives 
depends on the successful development of construction in production and on the 
strict control of our population growth rate. We must persist in emphasizing the 
production of material goods along with the growth rate. Through my contacts I 
have come to believe that even though the party Central Committee and the State 
Council have given serious attention to work in family planning, there are still 
some local party and government leading organs that do not pay much attention to 
this strategic work. 


We must not let up on the job of "advocating that each couple have only one child." 
If we let up even a little, on the basis of the calculations of the 1971 natural 
population growth rate of 2.34 percent, by the year 2000 our population will have 
reached 1.66 billion. This would be equal to the current sum total of the newly 
increasing populations of the USSR, the United States and Japan. If we become lax 
in our work, who knows where our population "rocket" will fly, who knows what harm 
it will cause us or what damage it will do to each of our families. 


I recommend that the NPC quickly enact family planning laws. Our constitution 
stipulates that "the state advocates and promotes family planning." The Central 
Committee of the CCP issued an open letter to all CCP and CYL members for the 
purpose of controlling the growth rate of our population. It played a major role 
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in encouraging work on family planning and controlling the growth rate. As work 
gets underway on family planning and there is greater control of the growth rate 

and as the need for family planning laws becomes more pronounced, we hope that the 
Standing Committee of the NPC will discuss and pass a draft bill as soon as possible. 


After the various forms of the system of responsibility in production were promoted 
in the countryside, some prefectures promoted the "double contract for fixed out- 
put" in production and childbearing. It was fairly effective in controlling the 
growth rate in the rural population. It is hoped that the State Family Planning 
Commission will promptly sum up and promote these experiences. 


Each nationality and each nation should give serious consideration to the problem 
of the quality of the population. We must actively promote eugenics to raise the 
quality of the Chinese people. Although our average life expectancy is much 
greater than before liberation, we still lag behind many developed countries as 
far as quality of health is concerned. This includes the various norms in height, 
weight ond chest size. By advocating eugenics, we can improve the people's health 
so that in our next generation we can develop in an all-round way--morally, intel- 
lectually, physically and esthetically--to become people of talent and ability in 
establishing the four modernizations and thereby cause the Chinese people to 
flourish.

CIVILIZED APPROACH TO LITERARY CRITICISM EMPHASIZED

[Text] China has always enjoyed the reputation of being a “country of propriety 
and righteousness." Engels once said that each occupation should “have its own 
moral code." Today, at a time whem we are strongly promoting our “spiritual civi- 
lization," we should stress “morality” in literary and art criticism, eliminate 
"crude" and "discourteous" criticism and replace it with "civilized" and "polite" 
criticism. This would normalize literary and art criticism and encourage cre- 
ativity to flourish. This kind of criticism is a necessary and integral part of a 
spiritual civilization. 


In the Tang dynasty work, "Qian Jin Fang,” Sun Simao discussed the part of healing 
and medical morality. When analyzing the relationship between doctor and patient, 
he wrote: "If one person is left facing a corner, then everyone feels unhappy; 
how much more so when the suffering of a sick person persists yet the doctor calmly 
enjoys himself and haughtily assumes a superior air. This is a shame shared by 
all men. it is onething a perfect man would never do." 


The same holds true in the relationship between critics and those being criticized. 
When criticizing a work, a critic should first of all be sincere, try to seek truth 
from facts and not gloat over another's misfortune. This is the primary meaning 
of “civilized criticism." If ome casts aside a work, digresses from the subject, 
or ridicules or derides the work while “calmly enjoying oneself," that is "“un- 
civilized criticism." It will only compound, not eliminate, the “suffering” of 
the one being criticized. It may even lead to “everyone being unhappy.” 


The aim of "revolutionary mass criticism” is to punisii and cheat people, while the 
purpose of "civilized criticism” is to help and educate people. The former has 
caused enough suffering and the latter should be commended. 


When treating a patient, a doctor should not be indulgent or perfunctory. In 
earlier days, at the entrance to Chinese herbal medicine stores there often used 
to hang a board which had the following inscription: "For use in communicating 
with the spirits." If you took the medicine it could have such an effect. 


Criticism should convince people by reasoning. This can be considered another 
important meaning of "civilized criticism." The reality of an author's declaration 
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and his work sometimes coincide and sometimes do not. This is quite a common 
occurrence in the history of literature. If, when criticizing a literary work, one 
relates it to the author's declaration, this is beyond reproach. However, :f an 
author's declaration is used to replace the reality of the literary work, if the 
critic starts from the concept of “book worship" and departs from analyzing the 
concrete form of the work and if he breaks away from the general trend of the 
structure, then it becomes difficult to distinguish between beauty and ugliness 
and between skill and incompetence. It also becomes hard to convince others to 
agree on what is right and wrong and what is meritorious and detrimental. 


Doing one's job in a perfunctory manner, failing to be analytical and not getting 
to the heart of things cannot be considered "civilized criticism." Rather, this 
kind of approach is considered “discourteous." 


The impulse of Baoer Kechajin [phonetic] io shoot himself, the boasting of Xia 
Boyang, Lin Daojing's "The Dive” (suicide), and the hurling of insults in Ma He 
and Ren Qingbing'’s "Da Ji and His Father™ all lead to confrontations. However, the 
form of the characters was not weakened or harmed; rather, it was enriched and 
strengthened. 


In a work of literature, especially in a major novel, the conflict goes from devel- 
opment to climax to resolution and the form proceeds from introduction to develop- 
ment to achievement. This is a complex artistic phenomenon. If the plot is not 
clearly understood and one has to make judgments and inferences based on a few 
lines said by a character or on two or three details, then this may often lead to 
making "mistakes" in criticism and being "discourteous," 


"Civilized criticism" should adhere to the principle of combining political and 
artistic standards and it should respect artistic laws. 


The establishment of "civilized criticism” is not achieved overnight, nor is it 
achieved without some effort. However, if we sincerely implement Marx's principle 
that “truth is established through contention” and the party's "double hundred" 
policy as well as abide by Lu Xun's goal for criticism to “fan the flame of liter- 
ature and art,” then we can attain our goal of healthier, more normal and more 
civilized criticism. 


The flourishing of creative work and the launching of criticism in the last year 
should give us great satisfaction. In my opinion our demands for criticism have 
not been excessive. We must establish "moral" standards for criticism. This will 
allow critics, those being criticized and writers to scale the heights by means of 
encouragement, enlightenment, providing inspiration and argument. Thus, we may 
usher in a new era of even more flourishing and splendid national literature.

CLASSICS TO BE SERIALIZED FOR TV SHOWING

[Text] Beijing, Mar 5 (XINHUA)—-Directors of a number of T.V. stations 
attending a national conference on T.V. films being held in Beijing re- 
vealed plans to serialize several of the Chinese classics. 


The Central Station and the Shanghai Station both have plans to produce "A 
Dream of Red Mansions” as a serial T.V. film. The novel by the 18th-century 
writer Cao Xueqin tells the tragic love story of two young aristocrats. 

The Central Station plans to do the story in 15 to 20 episodes. The Shanghai 
Station will do the novel as a W-part Shaoxing Opera, a form popular in 
areas south of the Yangtze River. The first six parts will be completed 

this year and the remaining 24 will be finished by 1984. The novel describes 
the corruption of feudalism and social contradictions of the time. 


Work on the mythological story “Pilgrimage to the West” by Wu Chengen of the 
Ming Dynasty will be started by the Central Station late this year and will 

be completed in about two years. Twenty-thr - episodes are planned, each 
lasting 40 minutes. Hitherto, a favorite sub,ect of Beijing opera and cartoon 
films, the T.V. serial will be the first attempt to combine the acrobatics 

of traditional opera and cinematographic techniques. The best known episode 
from this novel is "Upheaval in Heaven" featuring the monkey king. 


The Shandong T.V. Statica plams to do a serialized story of the major charac- 
ters in the novel "Heroes of the Marshes.” This is about a 12th century 
peasant uprising. The first episode on Wu Song, ome of the 108 rebel leaders, 
was an immediate success when it was shown on the national T.V. network not 
long ago. Other rebels include tenants, fishermen, inn keepers, petty 
officials and even instructors of the Imperial Army. 


The Zhejiang Station is working on "Strange Stories From a Chinese Studio," 
a 1/-century classic which uses the form of the ghost story to castigate 
feudalism and the local tyrants. 


In addition to serials on classics, various stations will also adapt stories of 
outstanding figures in ancient and modern Chinese history. The conference 
delegates said they had decided to make 160 T.V. plays this year. 
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The Zhejiang Station has already finished three parts of a 12-part serial 
on the life of Lu Xun, the great revolutionary author. 


The Guangdong Station has finished a three-part serial on the Tang Dynasty 
poet Li Bai (701-762). 


The Shanghai Station has completed production of a four-part serial on 
Li Shimin, who helped his father establish the Tang Dynasty. 


Hong Minsheng, deputy director of the Central Station, said that China's 
T.V. viewers have demanded such productions and that T.V. stations have 
gained a fair amount of experience in producing film in the past two years. 
He emphasized that T.V. plays dealing with contemporary subjects will still 


dominate future productions which the Central Station will offer at the 
rate of three new films a week this year.

MONEY ALLOCATED TO EXPAND PRESCHOOL EDUCATION

[Text] Beijing, Mar 8 (XINHUA)--The Chinese Government in 1981 allocated 
100 million yuan to help build more than 7,000 new kindergartens and 
nurseries across the country last year, according to the State Council's 
leading group in charge of preschool education. 


In Sichuan Province, where preschool education is well established, the number 
of kindergartens and nurseries increased by 24 percent last year, while the 
number trebled in Guizhou Province, southwest China, formerly weak in such 
training. In Beijing, 167 preschool organizations were added, bringing the 
total to 6,495 with an enrollment of 280,000 children. 


A survey of a dozen industrial cities and regions showed that preschool educa- 
tion is regarded as an important part of the workers’ welfare work. Kinder- 
garten and nurseries operated by trade unions of industrial enterprises take 
care of 70-90 percent of preschool children. 


In Shanghai, China's chief industrial city, 85 percent of the preschool 
children are enrolled in nurseries and kindergartens rum by factories, neigh- 
borhood committees and local governments. 


The State Council's preschool education group held that a 70-—percent enroll- 
ment of preschool children is enough to satisfy China's needs, the rest are 
cared for by their grandparents. 


In recent years, more retired teachers, cadres and workers have opened house- 
hold kindergartens and nurseries. In Heilongjiang Province, northeast China, 
120,000 such households take care of 180,000 children, 14 percent of the 
province's total enrollment. 


In the east district of Beijing, a 62-year-old retired kindergarten teacher, 
Wang Xiuling, considers it a pleasure tc continue to take care of children. 
Together with her husband, a retired book-keeper, she opened a private 
nursery with four children below 2 years of age. There are currently 32 such 
nurseries in the district. 


In addition, China is paying more attention to training preschool teachers. 
Now China has 29 preschool education teachers’ schools, and Beijing Teachers’ 
University has reopened its department of preschool education.

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DETAILS OF ABORTED HIJACK AT GUANGZHOU AIRPORT REVEALED 
Hong Fong CHENG MING [CONTENDING] in Chinese No 52, 1 Feb 82 p 7-9 


[Article in "World From the North” column by Luo Bing: "A Record of the 
Cracking of the Guangzhou Hijacking Case™] 


[Text] "An airport hijack case has occurred in Guangzhou." 


On the eve of the 4th Session of the 5th NPC, a friend of mine in Beijing 
conveyed this piece of shocking news to me. Later amother friend gave me the 
gist of this case of intent to hijack a civil airliner based om the bulletin 
issued to high-level cadres at the grade of 13 or higher. 


Although the hijacking was aborted, to my recollection this sort of thing had 
never happened in China and, therefore, I felt it was extremely newsworthy. 
But the report in the bulletin was only an outline, bare bones without flesh. 


I thought I would immediately go south to cover the story and write a “Word 
From the South” column. 


But the time switched on the red traffic light for me. My task of covering 

the NPC session came before anything else. And, in addition, I had to com 
plete before 10 January my dispatch “The Dark Side of the Top CCP Organizations” 
concerning the CCP’s correction of the party's style. This put me in a 
dilemnna and I hesitated. 


Finally, I rushed through time's traffic light anyway by finding a chink of 
time in my work schedule to go to Guangzhou. 


Coming to the Place Where the Case Occurred 


The Trident civil airliner came to the city of a myriad twinkling lights that 

is Guangzhou and landed at White Cloud Airport. At the entrance for passengers 
from Beijing Airport, I felt the rippling “repercussions” of the case: before 
embarking each passenger had to undergo a “technical security inpsection." 

his measure was put into effect on 1 December. In the past, passengers on 
flights within the country did not have to undergo this inspection. Undoubtedly, 
this had opened a convenient door for those intending to hijack a plane. Now, 
the place where 2 months ago the aborted hijack had occurred was spread before 
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my eyes. Would I be able to discern tiny traces of the case? I was attentive 
to everything in White Cloud Airport, and, like a person trying to scoop up the 
moon from the water, fancied that here I would find the threads of the news 
story. 


Son of a Deputy Commander 
In the end I found the threads. 


Not at the airport, but at the home of an old friend. This was an unexpected 
harvest. 


My old friend's son is a taxicab driver, and he has a large circle of acquain- 
tances. He even knows some party and government leaders. "For example," my 
old friend said, seemingly to admiration of his son's talent for “official 
connections,” “he knows a member of the family of a military district deputy 
commander. And the son of this deputy commander was ‘one-seventh" who plotted 
to hijack the civil airliner." | 


“What .o you mean by ‘one-seventh'?™ 


“The total number of the hijackers was seven, and among them was the son of 
this deputy commander." 


President of Party School Also Involved 
"The son of a deputy commander?" I said in amazement. 


“There is no cause for surprise. In recent years,sons and daughters of some 
high-ranking cadres have done many bad things. Most of the fathers of the 
seven hijacking heroes are high-ranking cadres, the lowest rank being that of 
deputy bureau chief--the deputy chief of a housing bureau.” 


“And the others?..." 


"The other fathers are the party school president (now retired), a high-ranking 
air force officer, etc. What is strange is that my driver son also knows the 
family or friends of the party school president and the air force officer, and 
so he possesses firsthand material." 


“This is truly opportune,” I said, while feeling happy that I had by chance 
found a good subject for covering the story. 


"The most opportune thing is that a girl who was a school friend of my son's, 
and with the hijacking case...." 


My old friend's son, unable to hold himself back, added: “She was two grades 
ahead of me and we were not very close. I know about the circumstances of the 
case from the relatives and friends of other cadres." 


At my request, this driver comrade, who is not yet 30 years old, gave me the 
actual account of the persons and events that I longed for. 
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“Heroes” in the Airport Waiting Room 


On 4 October 1981, in the waiting room of White Cloud Airport were three young 
passengers about 30 years old carrying simple luggage. As if by prior agree- 
ment, they kept their eyes fixed on the airport entrance. Their expressions 
were extremely anxious as their gaze swept each passenger entering the airport's 
main iounge. 


What were they waiting for? 


They were waiting for their companions, who, as previously agreed, would board 
the plane with them. They were waiting for their hijacking plan, an act that 
would shake the world, to begin. 


Perhaps they regarded themselves as terrific heroes, but now, looking at their 
shifty and furtive expressions and appearance,where could one find a little 
bit of the true qualities of a hero? 


Seven Pistols and One Box of Handgrenades 


As long ago as the end of 1986, the seven young men, who had returned home 
after being demobilized from the armed forces, began the plot to hijack a plane 
and flee the country. Among these sons of several high-ranking cadres, some 
had served in air force units and one could fly a plane. They had gained a 
reputation in the past for brawling in the air force compound. After being 
demobilized, they did not engage in honest work and their behavior was unre- 
Strained. Because their fathers were big officials with much backstage influ- 
ence, other people would not touch them. However, they still felt that their 
life was not sufficiently “free,” and every day they dreamed of going to the 
“free world" and enjoying a life in paradise. Therefore they conspired to 
hijack a plane and formulated a well-conceived, detailed plan of action. 
Because they had many conditions in their favor, execution of the plan was 
reckoned to be successful. 


Each one of them was provided with a pistol. 

Each pistol contained three bullets. 

They also got a box of handgrenades. 

In this way, the seven fellows armed themselves. 

Target of the On-Board Hijack--A Trident Bound for Guilin 

There are quite a few airline flights that take off from Guangzhou. Which 
flight would it be best to hijack? This question led them to engage in long 
discussions and even disputes. Finally, they decided that the target of their 
on-board hijack would be a Trident on a flight within the country from Guang- 


zhou to Guilin. 


Why did they make this choice? 
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There were three reasons: most of the passengers on flights to Guilin are 
tourists, over whom it would be fairly easy to gain "control"; it would be 
comparatively advantageous to hold as hostages on the aircraft tourists from 
Hong Kong, Macao, end overseas; and the capacity for continuous flight of the 
Trident jet long-range passenger airliner is high, so that it would be easy to 
flee a long distance, and just in case they were pursued it would be compara- 
tively easy to make good their escape. 


A Group Oath 


The plan included the “act of seizing the airliner." They prepared to hold 
under duress the passengers on the plane and to force the plane's captain to 
change course. If necessary, they would kill him if he didn't submit, and 
the “one-seventh" with piloting ability would take over the controls and con- 
tinue the flight. 


It is very easy to buy an air ticket. One only needs a letter of introduction 
from a unit to be able to buy a ticket on a flight within the country. It is 
a common sight to see the sons and daughters of high-ranking cadres riding on 
airplanes and would lead to no suspicion whatsoever. And as for obtaining a 
letter of introduction, this was as easy as falling off a log. 


One day, they held a group oath-taking ceremony at which they swore that the 
seven of them would advance and retreat together, live or die together, and 
if their plan did not succeed they would die in a rignteous cause. Even if 
something untoward occurred, they would sacrifice themselves rather than sell 
out their companions and implicate the group. 





Would these seven persons really advance and retreat together? 


The facts before their eyes was: three of the seven went into the White Cloud 
Airport waiting room, but there was no sign of four of the seven. 


The three young “passengers" waited anxiously for the other four. 


From the aircraft parking apron came the roar of the Trident's engines. The 
public address system began to warn the passengers to prevare to board the 
airliner: "Passengers bound for Guilin, attention please...." 


At first the three had pretended not to know each other, but in their worry 
and agitation they formed a small circle. They whispered: "Why haven't they 
come?" “What will we do?" "Was there a slipup?" 


Different Time and Space, Same Fate. 
Yes, there was a slipup. Even for the three there was a slipup. 


They suddenly found themselves encircled by a group of “passengers.” At the 
same time, a number of uniformed "garrison headquarters" men (Guangzhou garri- 
son headquarters personnel) and fully armed public security personnel came up 
and produced an arrest warrant. A plot that would have been the lead story in 
nearly all newspapers in the world had been aborted. The would-be hijackers 
were thoroughly defeated. 
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By the time the three were arrested, the other four had already spent a night 
in the house of detention. The four had been arrested late at night on the 
previous day. 


The “garrison headquarters" and “public security” had originally planned to 
round up the whole gang on the previous night. but they later discovered that 
three of the seven had not returned home to sleep. A batch of plainclothesmen 
put a night stake-out on the houses of the four who had been arrested. It 
wasn't the case that the other three had heard of the arrest and fled, but they 
they had spent the night outside their homes. According to the original plan, 
they went to the airport the next day and thus passed through the net that the 
police had spread. 


"Hero" and “Beauty"™ 


At this point in his narrative, the young driver suddenly paused. He thought 
the curtain should be dropped on this “theatrical performance." But his father 
reminded him that there was still another "act" before it could be completed, 
viz, the process by which the public security personnel cracked the case. I 
couldn't help but smile at my old friend and nod my head. I said in my heart: 
"A real friend!" 


Therefore, the accidential "downfall of the gang" began to unfold. 


Nobody would have imagained that a drama of love between "a hero and a beauty" 
would have been the key for the police in discovering and breaking the case. 


The seven persons had originally agreed beforehand: Before fleeing abroad 

we must not bid farewell to our relatives and friends, even our lovers. 
Naturally, this was necessary in order to keep their secret. It cannot be 
denied that they kepttheir secret as far as their families are concerned. 

They plotted and prepared for the hijacking for several months, during which 
time not even a little bit of information about it leaked out. On the day 
before the predetermined action was to take place, one hero broke his agreement 
and hid the fact from his companions. He couldn't refrain from saying goodbye 
to his girlfriend. 


"Drama of Love'"--Key to Breaking the Case 


"I'm going to do something big soon, and I'm afraid...." 


"Afraid of what?" His girlfriend was obviously scared.... 


The man was aware that his tongue had slipped. He looked a little flustered. 
Under her close questioning, he made an indiscreet remark. 


"i'm afriad it will be very hard for us to again...." She realized that what 
he wanted to say was that it would be “very hard to again see each other," and, 
as a result, felt even more astonishment ana continued to question him closely. 


The hero was flustered. He hemmed and hawed and spoke evasively: "Tomorrow 
I'm going on a trip...by airplane, and I don't know whether it will be safe.... 
No matter what, after a time I will return and see you." 
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The girl's suspicions were not dispelled, and in the evening after she returned 
home she told her father aboat her boyfriend's unusual behavior and insincere 
speech. 


Her father holds an important post in the armed forces. Once he heard this, 

he couldn't help being alarmed. With the instictive vigilance of a militaryman, 
the more he thaught about it the more he felt there was something amiss. "What 
big thing, what trip and by plane--why will it be very hard to again see each 
other?...hugh, not very usual...." Consequently, he picked up the telephone 

and reported what his daughter had told him to the Guangzhou garrison head- 
quarters and public security department. After receiving the report, the 
authorities immediately made emergency decisions. That hero who could not 
surmount the barrier of his “love" was the first one whom the police made 
inquiries about. Subsequently, four of the seven were arrested. 


At this time my old friend revealed the solution to the mystery: the girl 
schoolmate of his driver son's that he had talked about before was the lover 
of that hero. 


When I took my leave of the father and son, I thinked them fulsomely, and said 
happily: "The ‘public security" cracked this hijacking case very quickly. 
With your help I ‘cracked’ the process of cracking this hijacking case even 
more quickly." 


Five to 10 Years in Prison 


I learned from some other friends in Guangzhou that they had already been tried 
and that the seven hijackers had been separately sentenced to from 5 to 10 years" 
imprisonment. That the punishment was fairly light was because they had not 
actually committed the act of hijacking. 


There perhaps remains the following question concerning this case: Where did 
the seven criminals plan to flee abroad? According to one rumor, they had 
planned to fly out of the country. Another rumor says that they did not plan 
to leave the country's gates, but probably planned to fly to Taiwan. Some 
people say that this was the reason they picked a date close to 10 October. 


After finishing the job of covering this story, I felt that the Chinese 
communists are facing three big problems: First, how are they to educate well 
the sons and daughters of high-ranking cadres and the younger generation? 
Second, how are they to make the high-ranking cadres throughout the country 
put their own houses in order first? Third, how are they to do a truly good 
job of building up the country? The solution of these three problems cannot 
be reached by false, big, or empty talk, but must be reached by really acting 
in concert with 1 billion people to do things well.

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PRC TO RELEASE SUBORDINATE KUOMINTANG PERSONNEL

[Text] Beijing, 5 Mar (XINHUA)--The State Council proposed to the Fifth 
NPC Standing Committee to pardon and release all the former Kuomintang 
party, government, military and special agency personnel below county or 
regimental level now held in custody and grant them political rights. 
Entrusted by the State Council, Minister of Public Security Zhao Cangbi 
today gave an explanation of this proposal to the 22d session of the 

5th NPC Standing Committee. 


Zhao Cangbi said: In March 1975, in accordance with the “decision on granting 
special amnesty and release to all war criminals in custody" adopted by the 
second session of the Fourth NPC Standing Committee, all war criminals in 
custody were granted a special amnesty and released. In December of the same 
year, in accordance with the CCP Central Committee's instruction, former 
Kuomintang party, government, military and special agency personnel at and 
above county or regimental level in custody were pardoned and released. That 
decision produced good impressions at home and abroad. At present, 4,237 
former Kuomintang party, government, military and special agency personnel 
below county or regimental level are still serving their sentences. Through 
long education and reform, these people have, by and large, turned over a new 
leaf. Considering this fact, it is now very necessary to pardon and release 
all these former Kuomintang personnel and grant them political rights. This 
will further consolidate and develop our country's political stability and 
unity and will help mobilize all positive factors and promote socialist 
modernization. 





Zhao Cangbi said: In accordance with the consistent policy of the party and 
State and in the light of the present conditions, proper arrangements should 
be made for the pardoned and released personnel to settle down. Local 
governments, communes, production brigades and teams and their relatives 
should welcome them back and actively do a good job in helping them settle 
down. Those whose families are in Taiwan and who wish to return to Taiwan 
will be permitted to go to Taiwan and provided with adequate fare and 
conveniences.

JAPANESE TRADE MOVES--Taipei, 6 Mar (CNA)--The board of foreign trade is 
not worried about possible Japanese moves to suspend preferential tariff 
treatment for Chinese goods. An official said the total value of the 
tariff treatment given by Japan on the Chinese goods in 1980 was only 
U.S. dollars 500 million, about one-fourth of the nation's total exports 
to Japan that year. The official was commenting on Japanese protests 
against the nation's recent ban on imports of 1,500 items of Japanese 
goods. The Japanese hint they may be forced to suspend preferential 
treatment of the Republic of Chima if the February 13 ban is not lifted.
